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Sewer to 
expand 


on 280

The private sewer business in 
Shelby County is doing better 
than its designer anticipated. 


Charles Bueltman, president 
of Cahaba Water Renovations 
System, Inc. — CWRSI — said 
last week that he has already 
signed contracts enough to bring 
his company’s treatment plant 
off U.S. 280 to its Phase I capaci- 
ty level of 375,000 gallons per 
day. 


Subsequently, at the end of 
April, Bueltman applied for and 
received approval from the 
Alabama Department of 
Evironmental Management to 
develop Phase II of CWRSI, 
which will double its capacity. 
Through four phases, CWRSI is 
planned to eventually handle 1.5 
million gallons of sewage per 
day from along the U.S. 280 cor- 
ridor. 


“Frankly it (Phase II) came a 
little earlier than I expected,” 
Bueltman told a reporter last 
week. “We knew there was a lot 
of construction along 280, but it

For familt units with more than eight members, the 
guidelines now allow $2,340 to be added annually for each ad- 
ditional member, and $195 on the monthly income levels.

Shelby Medical Center has 
adopted an indigent care policy 
aimed at helping control its 
growing problem with bad debt 
patients. 

SMC lost $3.9 million to com- 
bined indigent care and bad 
debt write-offs in 1984. Of that 
total, $1.3 million is estimated 
to be indigent care. 

Hospital officials say that the 
lack of working guidelines in the 
past made it hard to distinguish 
between bad debts and indigent 
care, and that SMC often pro- 
vided uncompensated care to 
out of county indigents. 

The introduction of the 
policy, which was adopted at 
the April 22 hospital board 
meeting and- went into effect 
May 1, states: “The purpose of 
this policy is to provide a 


. guideline for admission review 


and screening of potentially in- 
digent patients; referral to 
Social Services for evaluation 
and subsequent review by the 
Indigent Care Committee for 
denial, or partial or full write- 
off,” 

The committee which ad- 
ministers the policy is composed 
of a hospital board member to 
be appointed by the chairman,

the SMC assistant administrator 
for finance and the SMC social 
services director. 

The policy and indigent com- 
mittee was designed over a four- 
month period by an ad hoc com- 
mittee of board members com- 
posed of Lou Workman and 
Tom Stubbs, and chaired by 
Laura Willis. 

In determining indigent pa- 
tient status, the policy follows 
poverty guidelines established 
by the Department of Pensions 
and Security, Willis said. 

“The truly indigent patient is 
a person that needs help,” said 
SMC administrator Charles 
Denton. “I don’t think that 
anyone begrudges that. 

“The problem is that we 
haven’t had a good, consistent 
way of dealing with this in the 
past,” he continued. 
“Everybody who's paying wants 
to know that those who can, also 
pay.” 

“We're not trying to prevent 
helping anyone, Willis said. 
“The people who need help, we 
will continue to help. But there 
are people who use the hospital 
when it’s not really necessary. 

“In the future we'll be able to 
distinguish between indigent

In the closing days of the 
legislative session, opponents 
have been filibustering in an ef- 
fort to defeat the teacher career 
ladder bill. 

As part of that opposition, 
Sen. Frank “Butch” Ellis toid an 
Alabaster audience Mcnday that 
his side would offer Tuesday to 
temporarily discontinue the 
debate so that the general 
budget, the child abuse package 
and possibly Rep. John Tanner's 
annexation bill can be con- 
sidered. 

Ellis said that he favors an 
amendment to the career ladder 
which would allow it to be put 
to a vote of the people. As it 
stands now, he said the $1.4 
billion the bill calls for over five 
years could bankrupt the state. 

“If it doesn’t pass now, I don’t 
think it has a chance of ever 
passing because of public 
pressure against it,” he said. 

Ellis and Rep. John Tanner 
also discussed the passage of 
Tanner's House bill which 
blocks attempts by Birmingham 
to annex into Shelby County. 

Tanner's annexation bill, 
which has already passed the 
House, stipulates that no outside 
city can annex land inside 
Shelby County without a county 
vote.

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New DPS head asks for public support

Rene Williams wants the word out 

She wants people to know what the Department of Pensions and 
Security is all about, and what they can do to help the cause. 

In taking over as head of the Shelby County DPS last month, 
Williams said that one of her goals is to do more in the way of public 
relations 

“I think the public would respond if our needs were known,” she 
said 

Williams succeeds Susan Treadwell as head of the department 
which employs 35 people. In addition to her new duties, she and 
Jeanette Niven will take care of the child protective services unit 
which she formely headed, until someone can be hired. 

What her new position means to her, Williams savs, is “looking at 
the department as a whole and trying to meet the needs of all the 
children, adults and disabled persons who qualify for financial 
assistance and services.” 

However, that isn’t possible in all cases. For that reason, Williams 
would like the public to be aware of areas in which they can help. 

In some instances, she said that churches and civic groups have 
provided food, clothing or other necessities 

“We also need more foster homes,” she said. At the present time 
65 children live in group homes outside the county or in one of the 24 
DPS licensed homes in the county 

“Right now we're having to beg for money since the budget re- 
quested statewide by DPS is $24 million short,” she said. Funding 
for the department comes out of the state general fund, Williams ex- 
plained 
The only local revenue is the $350 monthly payment from the 
county commission, which she said does not stretch far enough to 
meet every need

Some of the things which are not covered by state funds include 
clothing and insurance for children in foster care 

“Just this morning,” Williams said, “] wrote a $200 check to buy 
clothing for some new foster children.” 

At other times, Williams said that her department provides finan- 
cial assistance for the burial of an elderly person. 

DPS also tries to provide food for families whose home have burn- 
ed, and for elderly individuals who are found with literally nothing 
to eat. 

Volunteer services ate also needed in areas such as tutoring, 
Williams said. 

One of the steps Williams has taken to help child sex abuse victims 
is to tape their depositions so they will not have to tell their story 
over and over. The only cost, she said. is for video tape since the 
sheriff's department agreed to loan her their equipment. 

Since January, Williams says there have been 30 cases of child sex 
abuse, 20 physical abuse cases, and 83 cases of child neglect. 

It is the responsibility of the unit she formerly headed which in- 
vestigates these cases. 

An adult protective services unit headed by Niven handles com- 
plaints of adult abuse of which there are 20 at the present time. 

Niven also oversees adoptions. She said that last year, 320 
children were placed for adoption statewide. four of them in Shelby 
County.

Glasscox said that without the 
assistance of the conservation 
service, such investment protec- 
ting projects would be forced to 
take a back seat to costs more 
directly tied to the classroom 
and student. 

Inverness Elementary — site 
of the school system’s biggest 
erosion problem — cannot be 
covered under the CAWACO 
project because it was not in ex- 
istence when the study began, 
Glasscox said. 

The slopping, 26-acre In- 
verness school site was donated 
to the county several years ago 
by Inverness developers Taylor- 
Mathis of Alabama, Inc. 

Last year the board of educa- 
tion spent about $100,000 to 
construct a retainer wall in an 
effort to stop the eroding hillside 
behind the school. This year, 
Glasscox said, some $356,000 
more will be spent through 
Borden and Brewster Contrac- 
tors of Birmingham to install an 
underground drainage network 
on the Inverness hillside.

Columbiana ponders grant,

The city of Columbiana may 
say no to a $456,500 EPA grant 
for sewer improvements because 
it would mean a hefty increase 
in customers’ bills. 

The council has called a 
special meeting this week to fur- 
ther discuss the question of 
whether or not to take the grant 
and accompanying increase. 

Presently, Columbiana 
residents pay $1.25 a month for 
sewer. If the the council decides 
to accept the grant, bills could 
go up to $5. The water fee of 
$1.80 per 3,000 gallons could 
also jump to about $3.75. 

Last Thursday, Birmingham 
Regional Planning Commission 
representative Allen Creel told 
the council that the city stands a 
good chance of getting the 
grant.

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Senators fight bills 


by David F. Moore 
Managing Editor 

A state senator from Birmingham last week blocked a bill to 
prohibit annexation into Shelby County without a vote of the 
people. 

The action was not without consequence. 

The bill, introduced and passed through the house by Rep. 
John Tanner of North Shelby County, initially got stuck in the 
senate logjam caused by filibustering of the teacher’s career 
ladder bill. 

Thursday, after the ladder bill passsed, Sen. Butch Ellis of 
Columbiana tried to pass the annexation bill out of committee 
for its second reading. Sen. Earl Hilliard of Birmingham filed a 
standing objection ’to the bill, preventing the second of its three 
required readings, and killing it for this legislative session. 

Ellis retaliated by using the same senate rules to object to all 
Jefferson County bills trying to pass through the senate on its 
next to the last legislative session. 

Among the bills Ellis killed were pending measures to ex-

2 ee ee 


Second victim dies 
on State 25 bridge

A Wilsonville man has 
become the second person killed 
on the Bulley Creek bridge on 
State 25 within the space of a 
year. 

Hubert Cockral, 71, died 
Thursday, May 9, in a one car 
accident at the bridge. 

Wilsonville Police Chief Sher- 
man Humphries said that last 
May, a Wilsonville teenager was 
killed on the bridge on her way 
to school in Columbiana. 

The police chief contends the 
bridge - located between 
Wilsonville and Columbiana - is 
too narrow for the state road. 


“I'm going to stay on the state 
until the bridge is widened,” 
Humphries said. “There’s no 
sense for folks to keep on getting 
killed there.” 

Cockral was driving toward 
Wilsonville when the accident 
happened around 11:40 a.m. 

It had just started to rain 
hard, so there was water on the 
road Humphries said. He doesn’t 
know whether or not that caused 
the accident. 

After hitting the abutment, 
Cockral’s vehicle went off the 
road and overturned in the 
creek.

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Editorial 


Poor sales job 


The popular sentiment at this point in time appears 
to be strongly against any plans Birmingham has to an- 
nex into Shelby County. 

Little wonder. 

As a matter of law, there are two ways a municipali- 
ty can annex land — by petition and a majority vote or 
by signing a contract with the landowners in question. 

As a matter of policy, there are two ways a city can 
go about annexation — being up front and above 
board and notifying citizens and officials who are in- 
volved or by working behind the scenes to line up all 
the pieces for a ram job down the throat. 

Birmingham, it would seem, opted for the latter of 
these two policies. 


Granted, the city does have certain legal wheels tur- 
ning for it, and, indeed, certain shinny apples to 
dangle in front of prospective residents. But the man- 
ner in which Birmingham set these wheels rolling has 
been accepted with something far less than enthusiasm 
in the minds of most'Shelby County residents and of- 
ficials. 

Suspicion and resentment would be better ways to 
describe what many people here are thinking. 

A random — albeit small — sampling of North 
Shelby residents taken by this newspaper on Monday 
shows no hint of interest in Birmingham moving across 
the Cahaba River. 

Back when the city’s maneuvers first 
started, a cloud of suspicion stirred strong opposition in 
the State House of Represenatives. Rep. John Tanner 
proposed a rightful bill that called for a vote of the 
residents of Shelby County on any annexation pro- 
posals by a city outside the county lines. 

Because the ramifications of Birmingham moving 
into North Shelby could change both the perception 
and the quality of life for people living here, Tanner's 
bill made good sense. Let the people decide. 

But Jefferson: County’s Birmingham centered 
delegation so strongly opposed the bill that Sen. Earl 
Hilliard felt it necessary to kill it at all cost. 

Although preventing Sen. Butch Ellis from getting a 
required second reading for the bill is in accordance 
with Senate rules, Hilliard’s strong-armed action was 
somewhat unusual. The reaction by Ellis was equally 
strong-armed, and a number of bills important to some 
of the people Hilliard represents bit the legislative dust 
along with Tanner's bill. 


While an. excellent case can be made — and was 
made — for Shelby County’s need to condemn Birm- 
ingham’s land holdings at Lake Purdy and Spain Park, 
it does not take a big fan to clear away the smoke 
screen set up Monday by the Shelby County Commis- 
sion. 

Strong and unusual actions can breed strong and 
unusual reactions. The commission and the Shelby 
County legislative delegation deserve “A’s” for their ef- 
forts so far to stop Birmingham from its annexation 
push. 

Monday, the newspaper contacted Birmingham 
Mayor Richard Arrington’s office for comments on the 
commission’s condemnation announcement. Consider- 
ing Birmingham’s lack of openess with local officials 
about its designs for land in Shelby County, the words 
of Arrington’s chief administrative assistant Willie 
Davis ring with irony: “We would hope they (Shelby 
County Commissioners) would keep us apprised of the 
situation and any action they want to take 
that involves property owned by the City of Birm- 
ingham.” 

While it’s true the county commission doesn’t “own” 
North Shelby, the area is definitely a “part” of Shelby 
County, a part of the whole. Should we afford Birm- 
ingham the courtsey of openess it chose not to show us? 

It’s worth noting too that many residents and 
businesses in North Shelby moved here for the express- 
ed reason of getting out of Birmingham. 

You sneak into someone's house, startle them from 
behind, then ask them if they want to buy, say, 


aluminum siding. Should you be surprised if they. 


throw you out and perhaps call the law? 

Approach that same house owner openly and up 
front, show him or her your product, show them how 
it will better their investment, spell out the terms of the 
proposed contract, and by gosh you just might make a 
good sense sale. 

While Birmingham can make a good, historic argu- 
ment for the need to expand its city limits, the manner 
in which it has pursued its goal has led to a land war. 

And no one wins a war.

State heads for record tax collection year

If the ecomony holds firm — and I believe it will — Alabama ap- 
pears to be headed for another record year in state tax collections, 
mostly in school revenue. Part of the increase can be attributed to 
better enforcement of our tax laws. 

. Revenue Department officials say a tough new tax collection law 
which went into effect in January, 1984 has brought in money from 
people who had never before paid their fair share of taxes. The old 
law was so lax that thousands of Alabamians never even bothered to 
file a state income tax return. 

Total tax collections for the first six months of the current fiscal 
year are running ahead of those for the corresponding period of last 
year. So far this year they have brought in more than $1.3 billion; 
for the first half of last year they produced $1.2 billion. 

Revenue for all of last year totaled $2.5 billion. If the collections 
for the current fiscal year continue at the present rate, they will go 
above $2.5 billion. That will make two record collection years in a 
row. 

We don’t know how much of the increase comes from a growing 
economy and how much from tougher enforcement of the tax laws, 
but there is every indication that the new collection law has made a 
difference. The number of income tax returns filed this year, for ex- 
ample, was some 25,000 greater than the number filed last year. 

The income tax increase isn't just a onetime windfall, either. Peo- 
ple who have been delinquent in the past but have finally started 
paying their taxes will keep on paying them. We will see to that. 
And, incidentally, we aren't talking about the wage earner who 
makes an honest mistake on his tax return. The ones we are after are 
those who have deliberately cheated the state. 

The Revenue Department has instituted several new enforcement 
programs to catch the tax delinquents. Computers check federal tax 


returns against state returns to find out who isn’t filing with the 
state. A special team of highly trained investigators is at work look- 
ing for tax frauds. Among others, they are paying close attention to 
suspected drug dealers. 

Revenue officials also have installed a toll-free hot line for anyone 
who has such information about tax cheating. If you have any such 
information, you don’t have to identify yourself — just call 
1-800-535-9410 and tell the Revenue Department what you know. 

The department has recently inaugurated another new program 
which will give them a better idea of how many people are failing to 
comply with the tax laws. Computers are being programmed to 
pickout some 1,800 income tax returns and go through them line by 
line. 

To make sure that the various segments of the economy are in- 
cluded, one group of returns will be those from taxpayers who filed 
short forms or-took the standard deduction; another from those who 
itemized their deductions; still another from taxpayers who have 
outside income or are self-employed. 

The results will give an indication of how many taxpayers are stil! 
filing fraudulent or otherwise erroneous returns — where the errors 
occur most often — whether they are deliberate of accidental — and 
what the Revenue Department can do to correct them. 

Meanwhile, tax receipts for the first half of this year — October 
through March — show that the biggest increase has come in sales 
and income taxes, both earmarked for education. Income tax ollec- 
tions for the six-month period totaled $492 million, up $43 million 
from the preceding year. The sales tax broght in $372 milion, a gain 
of $50 million. 

As I said, part of the increase comes from tougher tax collection 
procedures, and this will continue. People who don’t think they 
sae to pay their share of taxes are going to get caught sooner or 
ater.

pant.” Sen. Goodwyn has been on Social Security for a number of 
years.

No matter, cooler heads prevailed, and career ladder was passed. 
It’s first impact will have nothing to do with improving the quality 
of teachers; rather it will improve their pay. All tenured teachers 
will get a 15 percent pay raise. It will be two years before incentive 
pay becomes a reality.

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Columbiana runs out of time on grant

The Columbiana council 
found out last week that there 
won't be any EPA grant money 
headed its way this year for 
sewer improvements. 

A special meeting was called 
May 9 to decide on whether to 
accept a grant that the city was 
almost certain it could get. 


But Ken Layton, who has 
been retained by the city to do 
engineering work related to the 
sewer system, told the council 
that the time factor put the 
federal funds out of reach. 

Layton explained that ADEM 
still has not approved the 201 
study. He said that approval 
must be given before design 
plans can be drawn up, and 
with a July 20 deadline, there is 
no way the city can make it. 

The reason for the council’s 
hesitation on accepting the grant 
was because it stipulated that 
the cost be recovery through the 
user rate structure. It was feared 
that there would be a hefty in- 
crease in bills. 

There was some good news in 
that respect, however. 

Layton said that the one cent 
sales tax the city passed to help 
with sewer improvements could 
be used for that purpose. 

It was also reported that if the 
grant is acquired, it will not af- 
fect the water rates, as reported 
in last week’s Reporter. Allen 
Creel from the Birmingham 
Regional Planning Commission 
said that he was in error in tell- 
ing the council and press that 


water rates would have to be 
raised. 

Even though there is no 
possibility of the work being 
done this year, the council 
agreed that it would be a good 
idea to continue work on design 
plans. 

Since grant money can only be 
used for treatment facilities, the 
city plans were to expand its pre- 
sent lagoon at a cost of $560,000, 
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with trunk lines costing an addi- 
tional $270,000. The city’s share 
would be $375,000. 


There was also some mention 
of the possibility of the city using 
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local money to do the work or 
contracting with a privatized 
sewer firm to build, operate and 
maintain the facility. However, 
that decision will be made at a 
later date.

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Audit raises questions 


on county workers

At least two members of the Shelby County property maintenance 
department in the tax assessor's office are the subject of questions 
raised in the county’s most recent financial audit. - 

“Alledged irregularities” involving James Paul Sumners and 
Steven B. Hager were brought up during an investigation by auditor 
Joe Tyndale of the state’s Department of Examiners of Public Ac- 
counts, i 

Sumners, has left the county since the conclusion of the audit in 
ee 1983. Hager remains employed by the tax assessor's of- 

ice. 

In his report, Tyndale said Sumners and Hager received compen- 
sation for certain work that may have been in violation of state 
ethics laws. 

Sumner received verified compensations of $1,800 and Hager 
received $400, according to the audit findings. 

The report also raised questions about falsified work time on the 
part of Sumners; use of a county car and mileage claimed on per- 
sonal vehicles involving Sumners and Hager; and personal long- 
distance phone calls made by Sumners on the county phones. 


Under oath, Sumners denied each of the charges, saying he might 
have made an error in keeping his time. Sumners said that he took 
some compensatory days which he had accumulated, and never took

compensation for appraisals done on county time. 

According to the audit, Sumners said he thought the ethics com- 
mission's ruling was wrong and chose to ignore it. 

Hager told auditors that he stopped doing appraisals for compen- 
sation after he was informed of the state ethics commission ruling. 
He said that he had never filed a claim for mileage when using a 


county automobile. 


County attorney Butch Ellis said Monday that he had not yet seen 
the audit, but that the county is not presently considering bringing 
charges against any of the three men. Any possible charges would 
probably come first from the state ethics commission, Ellis said.

a complete inventory of its fixed 
assets.

In addition, 
the commission passed a resolu- 
tion limiting the amount of 
comp time any employee can ac- 
cumulate to 60 hours. 

eInterfund transactions are 
now handled in a consistant 
manner through all of the coun- 
ty’s funds. There was previously 
a problem with terminology in 
certain older transactions, some 
called transfers and some called 
loans. 

eAn acounts payable sub-

sidiary ledger is now kept for all 
county funds, this in addition to 
the list of encumbered funds the 
county has maintained for some 
time as part of its accounting 
procedures. . 

ePayroll checks are now 
authorized and distributed by 
the payroll clerk but signed by 
another individual, usually 
Davis. Auditors requested a 
change in the system formerly 
employed by the county in 
which the payroll clerk handled 
all three duties. 

*The county’s new computer 
software system is helping to 
eliminate various posting errors 
that occured. The system has 
built in checks and balances in 
an effort to make all entries cor- 
rect ones. 

*The county no longer 
handles the books for the Shelby 
Youth Services/Attention Home. 


The changes which originated 
with the audit have been good 
ones, Davis said. 

“TI feel like the 1984 audit will 
be a smooth one because of 
them,” she said.

Perhaps as they loaded that plane no 
one thought a little extra weitght 
would matter. It was most destruc- 
tive, 

Many today are running the race of 
life carrying spiritual burdens which 
weigh them down, They are losers in- 
stead of winners, They are failing 
when they could be succeeding. 

The writer of Hebrews tells us to 
lay aside these weights and run the 
race with patience (endurance). 
There are many such weights. In this 
message we will consider but a few, 
however, let me remind you that all 
such burdens need to be recognized ad 
removed, 

One such burdenor weight is fear. 
Fear has robbed more Christians of 
their rightful inheritance than one 
can number, 

There is a fear that is beneficial ac- 
cording to the Bible (Psalms 112:1). It 
is often called reverence in the word 
of God. This fear is a wholesome 
respect for God which one has a result 
of a proper appreciation of God's 
divine nature and attributes. The 
Psalmist says that such fear is the 
beginning of wisdom (Psalm 111:10). 
We are also told that this wholesome 
fear leads one to cleanse his life

Thus, we can see the 
benefits of this type fear. 

However, there is a fear that is 
BAD. It is a fear which COMES from 
God and Man's enemy, Satan. When 
Satan finds he cannot keep a person 
from being saved he tries to thwart his 
Christian growth & progress (1 Peter 
5:8). 

Satan CAUSES or creates this fear 
by encourging men to focus on their 
guilt. Even saved people have a way 
of constantly looking at their guilts. 
They are never able to progress in the 
Christian life because that is true. At 
other times Satan creates fear in one’s 
life by causing men to believe that 
God's enemies are greater than they 
really are. He also causes men to get a 
distorted view of God. The see God as 
some mean tyrant that is to be feared 
rather than loved. 

The CURE for such fear is to cast 
all our cares (anxieties, fears) upon 
the Lord (1 Peter 5:7). When we turn 
our troubles and fears over to him, He 
will provide a cure. Paul indicates 
right praying (Philippians 4:6), right 
thinking (Philippians 4:8), and right 
living (Philippians 4:9) will also aid in 
your battle against the besetting 
weight of fear.

Another weight which doth beset 
us is doubt. 

Doubt is not uncommon, Almost 
daily I hear doubts expressed about 
the great truths of our faith. There are 
doubts about the uniqueness of Christ 
as Savior, The Bible teaches plainly 
that there is but one savior and that 
Jesus Christ. The Bible is also under 
attack as men doubt its infallibility. 

Doubt is unbecoming. John the 
Baptist had his doubts about Jesus 
(Matthew 11:2-5) and expressed them 
to the savior through his disciples. 
Thomas is often referred to as doub- 
ting Thomas (John 20:24-29). 
Although common, such doubt is 
never becoming, 

Doubt causes one to be unproduc- 
tive. No Christian can produce the 
fruit of the Christian life while 
holding doubts about the basic truths 
of the faith. 

However, let us not be unapprised 
conce the answer to this pro- 
blem, both men mentioned above 
found their doubts eradicated in the 
presence of the Lord. Take your 
doubts directly to the Lord. He will 
bring you to the :. uth and remove the 
doubt you may have. 

A third and final burden is laziness. 
Beautiful excuses are often verbalized

Let 
the lazy person take a lesson from this 
little creature (Proverbs 6:6). 

There are many other weithts that 
can beset us. They are Procrastina- 
tion, prejudice, false-pride, self- 
satisfaction, ETC.

Gail Sheehy, in her very 
popular book, Passages, has 
described life as a series of 
predictable crises. Most all of us 
go through periods where we re- 
examine, redirect, and 
rededicate. This is often a time 
of confusion, uncertainty and 
stress. While some fall off the 
wagon or leave for left field 
(many to finally become mature 
adults after experiencing the 
negative consequences of their 
behavior) others are able to pull 
through these crises with the 
help of their faith, their 
ministers, older adults, friends 
and counselors. 

One of the greatest challenges 
is working with a marriage 
where one or both of the in- 
dividuals have changed in some 
way or lost their base of com- 
munication.

The Quester

Judy has also developed interests of her own 
after listening to these talks. One speaker sparked 
her interest in rock collecting, and students and 
friends now bring her specimens they find or pur- 
chase. 

“I feel that you need to be constantly develop- 
ing new interests,” she says. 

With her interest in music and art, Judy is 
working with the arts and humanities council to 
bring enrichment through these mediums to 
schools and communities in the county. 

Another interest she intends to pursue is flying. 
Although she has never been up in a plane, Judy 
says they fascinate her. 

“T’ve always loved to watch them.” 

Botany is something else she wants to learn 
more about. The herbs used for medicinal pur- 
poses especially interest her, Judy says.

“It’s like living my life again through her,”

Although she can’t be certain of what the 
future holds, Judy Smith likes a challange.

Site preparations continue for the new 
Shelby Youth Services’ Attention Home, 
and donations of money and in-kind ser- 
vices continue to rollin. But faced with 
an estimated cost of $250,000, project 
director Brenda Lee-Rice says she hopes 
contributions don’t let up now. 

When completed, the Attention Home 
— or A-Home — will provide a place to 
live and develop for 16 youth with 
behavioral problems who have been refer- 
red by the juvenile court system, area law 


So far, about $42,000 in cash and 
$22,000 in services and materials have 
been donated to the project, Rice says. 

“The contributions have been much 
better than expected,” she says. “People 
are calling up and saying ‘I lay pipe. Can I 
help?” 

“It’s been much better than I expected, 
and I’m hoping we'll get a lot more 
response from the community.”

¢Spraying harmless red dye on 
more than 1,000 baby harp seals 
off the coast of Canada, leaving 
their pelts worthless to hunters; 

eRescuing hundreds of wild 
burros from the Grand Canyon 
— at a cost of $906 each — to 
prevent government agents from 
shooting them; 

eRamming a renegade whaler 
off the coast of Portugal, using a 
789-ton trawler he bought and 
packed with 63 tons of cement in 
the bow.

Pelham proposes annex

More annexation talk has hit North Shelby 
County. But this time the city looking to grow 
isn’t just Birmingham. It's Pelham. 

Pelham Mayor Bobby Mayor sent out letters 
last Wednesday to 270 households along the 
north side of State 119 (Cahaba Valley Road) 
between I-65 and Arrowhead Lane. The bulk of 
the letters went to residents in Quail Run and 
Valley Station. 

Hayes’ administrative assistant Bill Overstreet 
said the city had received several requests to be 
annexed from residents in the two subdivisions. 
However, not all the response to the letters has 
been positive, and several questions have been 
raised. 

The issue is expected to be addressed at a 
public meeting of the Indian Springs Civic Club 
at 7 p.m., Thursday, May 23. The meeting will 
be held at Indian Springs School, 

In his letter, Hayes writes that the additional 
14 mill ad valorem tax would cost the

homeowner $140. He points out that they now 
annually pay $115 for North Shelby County Fire 
Distrcit dues, and $72 for once a week garbage 
pickup. 

At a savings of $50, residents would get twice 
weekly garbage pickup, weekly trash pickup, 
and would be covered by a fire station that is 
closer than the NSCFD.

Just a mutt 


He’s just a mutt. A friendly mutt. 

He would be very cuddly, like a teddy bear perhaps, 
except for the rope that was tied around his neck, cut- 
ting into his skin, leaving an encircling, sticky gash of 
ioozy raw meat underneath the soft dirty fur. 

* From all appearances, the rope has been tied around 
the mutt’s neck so long that in places the raw skin is ac- 
tually growing over it, like an old clothesline tied to a 
tree for a number of years. In other places the wound 
btill gapes apart. 

* This is not an isolated case by any means. It is only 
pne example of a widespread situation — the abuse 
and neglect of animals. 

: No law can be passed to change the deep rooted pro- 
blem of cruelty, the inhumane way some humans treat 
living creatures. For instance, we have laws against 
murder, but it still happens. 

However, laws can be passed to address the symp- 
toms of inhumane treatment to people and animals 
alike. 

The legislature has finished its current session, but 
avill likely go into a special session to complete its work. 
Two of the bills that the legislators did not get passed 
— Senate Bill 151 and House Bill 495 — would give 
recognized humane societies the right to take abused 
animals into protective custody until the case could be 
handled through the court system. 

Without such a law, animal shelter workers must 
wait for the slow wheels of justice to turn before they 
may take the animal into custody. And in some cases 
the wheels may turn too slowly. 

If passed, either law would require humane society 
workers to show just cause that the animal in question 
is being treated in violation of the state’s present cruel- 
ty and neglect laws. 

: Humane society officials say that Alabama is the on- 
ly state in the Union that does not have an animal 
custody law. Why does that not surprise us? 

But until legislators hear the people they represent 
demand passage of such a simple and humane law, we 
can hardly expect anything to change. 

If we're truly concerned, then we should speak out. 
Now. Write you local representatives. Their names 
and addresses are: Sen. Butch Ellis is P.O. Box 587, 
Columbiana, 35051; Rep. Sonny Moore, P.O. Box 44, 
Sterrett, 35054; Rep. John Tanner, P.O. Box 37, 
Pelham, 35124. 

It’s a long shot, but passing these laws would remove 
the rope that keeps humane society workers from stop- 
ping cruelty to animals. Passing these laws will also 
remove the rope that cuts the neck on the otherwise 
cuddly mutt.

Education is priority 


by George C. Wallace 7 
Governor of the State of Alabama 

Education has been the No. | priority in my administration ever 
since I first took office as governor back in 1963. And it still is. We 
have made great progress, but we still have work to do. Our future 
depends on it. 

During my first term we accomplished something no other ad- 
ministration had ever achieved. We doubled the education budget 
in four years. Along with that we instituted a free textbook program; 
we built one of the nation’s finest systems of junior colleges and 
technical colleges, which in those days were known as trade schools. 
And we set out to raise teacher salaries to a level commensurate with 
the importance of their work. 

When I became governor the total education budget, for the 
1962-63 fiscal year, was only $148.8 million. Think of that — $148.8 
million. That was the grand total of all the money the state put up 
for our schools for that year. 

Now, two decades later, the education budget for the current year 
is $1.8 billion, and for the next fiscal year beginning in October it 
will jump to $2.1 bilion. 

No longer do we see eager college graduates lined up waiting for 
teaching jobs. They are turning instead to the greater financial 
security in private industry. 

To meet that challenge we have adopted the first $2 billion 
budget in the state’s history and we are inaugurating an incentive 
pay plan which, if fully implemented, will enable our most compe- 
tent teachers to stay in the classroom and earn up to $40,000 a year.

It's been said so many times but it is worth repeating — nothing is 
quite so invigorating to Gov. George Wallace than a spirited 
political campaign. Especially if his side wins. 

On the day after Amendment No. 1 swept to an impressive two- 
to-one victory — a vote which he called one of the most important in 
history — Wallace held forth at a wide-ranging press conference. 
Other than his severe hearing problem, it was Wallace of old. 

Almost — not quite, but almost — it seemed like Wallace of 20 
years ago. He modestly gave credit to the people for the passage of 
the oil lease windfall proposal rather than take credit for himself. He 
was gracious, but not too gracious, to those who had opposed the 
amendment. 

Once he and the press grew weary of that subject, he eagerly turn- 
ed to other subjects, coming up with some one-liners that were vin- 
tage Wallace. 

By coincidence, the press conference was held on the 13th an- 


For a start, the newly approved education budget provides funds 
for a 15 percent pay increase for tenured teachers and 5 percent for 
beginners who haven't achieved tenure. That will cost some $94 
million for the first year. 

Under the new incentive pay plan which provides still further 
raises, an evaluation formula will be worked out to judge all 
teachers according to their teaching skills. That evaluation will 
determine who gets promoted to the higher and better-paying ranks. 
But those pay raises will wait until the next Legislature decides 
whether to stop where we are. 

The evaluations wil go on in the meantime, and teachers who fall 
short of a satisfactory rating will lose out. 

Besides the salary increases for next year, the new budget also 
allocates more money for teachers’ health insurance and gives school 
support employees a $1,000 pay raise. That includes people like 
clerical workers, bus drivers, lunchroom employees. 

The budget provides for 250 additional teachers for special educa- 
tion classes, 104 new teacher units for kindergartens, and 110 
teacher units to reduce the pupil-teacher ratio in the first grades. It 
appropriates an additional $2 million for transportation expenses 
and $4 million more for textbooks. 

For the four-year colleges and universities the budget provides an 
$87 million increase in operating fundsm which include salaries. 
The colleges and technical schools get a $22 million increase. 

The incentive pay plan for teachers is an example of the kind of 
leadership the people of Alabama have said they expect their leaders 
to provide. It was worked out through the cooperative efforts of the 
governor's office, the Legislature, and leaders in the field of 
educaiton. 

It lays the groundwork for the solution of many of the problems 
we face today, especially in the new age of computer science and 
high technology. We must provide the incentive to keep the 
qualified teachers we now have and attract more.

“I may and I may not,” was his short reply.

MAX encourages ridesharing 
for commuters to Birmiagham

Carpooling isn’t new, but 
more Shelby County commuters 
who work in Birmingham are 
being urged to try it. 


Why? Because it’s less expen- 
sive, cuts down on the headaches 
of daily driving and it also con- 
serves energy — so says Elaine 
Greene, special services coor- 
dinator for metro area express, 
or MAX. 

Greene says MAX has received 
a $33,000 grant from the 
Alabama Department of Energy 
and the Alabama Highway 
Department to promote the con- 
cept through a two-month cam- 
paign. 

“The more people you ride 
with you, the more you save,” 
Greene explains. 

She says there may also be sav- 
ings on car insurance and 
maintenance costs as well. Other 
benefits are meeting new people 
and being able to relax on days 
you don’t have to drive. 


Presently, some 4,000 people 
are- involved in carpooling to 
Birmingham, some from areas as 
far away as Montgomery, 
Greene says. In Shelby County 
there are now car pools in 
Pelham and Alabaster, she says. 

Favorable reports she has 
received from participants in the 
program, include a decrease in 
traffic congestion at the beginn- 
ing and end of work shifts, less 
absentism and being helpful in 
getting to work on time. 

Companies such as South 
Central Bell, Liberty National 
and Alabama Power, offer in- 
centives to employees to carpool 
or ride in company vans, Greene 
says. 

If transportation is needed 
after reaching work, Greene 
says that individuals can use 
either the MAX bus or the 
smaller DART which serves the 
cental business district. 

Other federal and state grants 
have been used since 1982 to 
promote carpooling programs. 

The Alabama Highway 


Department and the Federal 
Highway Administration pro- 
vided $275,000 which was used 
over a two and a half year 
period, Greene says. 

Cutbacks, however, have 
reduced funding to $75,000 for 
the next 18 months. 

Greene says that the grant 
money is used to have brochures 
and posters printed and to pro- 
vide speakers for various groups. 
The money also goes for the 
computer match-ups of carpool 
applicants. 

Rather than being in competi- 
tion with the bus line, Greene 
says that carpooling will com- 
plement it. 

Most of the people who are in- 
terested in sharing rides live in 
areas not being served by buses, 
Green explains. 

Anyone who would like to 
carpool can contact maxpool 
(328-7665) for an application. A 
computer print out of in- 
dividuals who live and work in 
your area will be sent free of 
charge.

Amory told the crowd at the 
awards ceremony that he has 
worked for animal rights since 
witnessing the ‘“‘art’’ of 
bullfighting in Mexico many 
years ago. 

“I went to the bullfight. The 
“dance” of the bull was only the 
confused, tormented movement 
of an abused animal seeking 
escape from its tormentors,” said 
Amory. 

Since that day in Mexico, 
Amory has been up in arms for 
animal rights. 

“The first right an animal has 
is the right to die humanely. No 
animal should suffer abuse of 
any kind. 

“There are people who think 
because a humane shelter puts 
animals to sleep it is a cruel 
place,” he said. “I guess they 
think puppies thrown by the 
roadside in a burlap bag to 
starve is the humane way to 
treat animals.” 


With the support of Fund For ~ 


Animal membership, which is 
over 200,000, Amory is able to 
help animals in many cases. 

For instance, only a few days 
before speaking at the Humane 
Society ceremony, Amory 
rescued over 200 burros from a 
slaughter house in Oregon. 

The burros are now on the 
Fund For Animals Ranch. Those 
burros are safe, but Amory 
hasn’t given up the struggle for 
animal rights.

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temple precincts. They may also have 
been in a private home. Wherever 
they were, the noise and the speaking 
were enough to get the attention of a 
highly diverse group of people. 

One reads the description of all the 
nations or language groups 
represented in Jerusalem during the 
festival and is struck by what the 
author is doing with the story of 
Pentecost. This is no less than a rever- 
sal of Babel. In the din of many voices 
and the confusion of tongues in that 
ancient story, there was no clarity, no 
understanding. Now, all hear the 
message of Christ and understanding. 
Now, all hear the message of Christ 
and understand. The message is clear: 
“This is a new thing which God pro- 
mised. This is a time of judgment and 
mercy. God's judgment is sure, but so 
is his forgiveness and his promise. 
Whoever shall call upon the name of 
the Lord will be saved.” 

Certainly the time in which we live 
is as much a time of confusion and 
division as Babel was. “The Babel of

this day” has been described by one 
writer as “the empty agreements, the 
prattling politics, the endless bargains 
to preserve our power in the name of 
peace.” A title of a magazine article is 
suggestive: “Moral Confusion in a 
Nuclear Age.” We cannot help but be 
aware of the kinds of things that 
divide us nationally and interna- 
tionally, such as race, sex, political 
viewpoint, religion, nationality, 
social status, age. The litany of 
human disharmony could go on. 
Sometimes the church is as much a 
Babel as any other institution. We are 
not too clear what we believe or what 
we stand for. When someone asks us 
to share our pilgrimage of faith, we 
are as confused and bewildered as a 
toddler would be if you asked him or 
her to do integral calculus or define 
nuclear fusion. We are broken in the 
worldwide church, as well as in our 
own denominations. Though we are 
working to find consensus, or at least 
working harmony, on the issues that 
divide us, there is still a lot of work to

be done. 

Part of the problem for us may be 
that we prefer the sound of our own 
voices over that of a mighty rushing 
wind. We are all tied to our own 
agendas. It could even be that we 
have become comfortable in dull col- 
dness, maybe even numbed by it, and 
thawing out with the warmth of the 
Spirit is too traumatic. 

Whatever may be the cause of the 
church's dwelling at Babel, it is clear 
that if we take this Pentecost story as 
our cue, we must speak with a clear 
voice the message of God's judgment 
and mercy for all humankind. There 
is too much confusion in the world, 
too much division, for the church not 
to proclaim with one clear voice what 
we believe God is doing in the world 
and among us. People may not buy 
into the message, but at least they 
won't be left wondering “Who are 
these Christians, anyhow?” Pentecost 
calls us to proclaim a clear and strong 
message of judgment and of grace for 
allto' uw

I was 1957. A young Shelby County man was about to 
be laid off from a coke plant in Fairfield, so he took a job as 
the “other half” of the Alabaster Police Department. 

Chief Tom Ford, who made up the rest of the police force

in the town of 752 people, pinned a gold plated badge on 
the young man’s chest and they started off on the rookie’s 
first shift. 

“I was gung-ho back then,” the man says. “I was ready to 
put folks in jail.” 

“Hey, son, we're out here to help people, not just throw 
them in jail,” he says Ford told him on the first day. “That's 
your job — helping people — and you'd better get that into 
your head.” 

In 1961 the city gave the man a new badge of gold with 
the word “chief” engraved on it. 

On May 1, 1985, the man retired that badge. Now it's 
mounted on a large plaque that hangs proudly over his sofa 
along with a key to the city and other honors. 

Besides gainful employment, the years he wore that 
badge entitled him to having guns leveled in his face, knives 
pulled on him, threats made on his family, phone calls in 
the middle of Christmas dinners, and the opportunity to 
deal with all too many tragic deaths. 

Through it all, the man says he never forgot what Tom 
Ford had taught him, and he made it his philosophy to app- 
ly the Golden Rule to the tough job that came with wearing 
the golden badge. 

Too, he says he made it a point to never discredit what 
that badge symbolized, and to never embarrass the city that 
asked him to wear it.

: Giarence Edward Carter was born in 1929 to the late 
John and Jimmy Carter who lived in the Keystone area of 
what’s now Pelham. 

A hard-headed youngster, he always disagreed with his 
mother when she told him not to go to the creek and swim 
because he might drown. 

““Go ahead, bullhead,’ she would tell me. So she started 
calling me Bullhead. Then later she cut the ‘head’ off, but 
the rest of the name stuck.” 

So it was “Bull” who graduated from Thompson in 1946, 
went into the service, then worked a while for Tennessee

To get public input on spen- 
ding for the 1985-86 school year, 
the board is holding budget 
priority hearings Tuesday even- 
ing, May 28 at the central office 
in Columbiana. 

“There is never enough money 
to have everything we may want 
included in the budget,” said 
superintendent Ellie Glasscox. 
“But we want to know what the 
public feels are the most impor- 
tant financial needs for our 
schools.” 

In order to address the board 
an individual or representative 
of a group should call the central 
office — 669-4101 — and 
reserve a time to speak. 


Each person will be given 
5-10 minutes to present their 
position and the board would 
also like to have a copy of those 
remarks as well as any other 
printed materials that might 
help explain or interpret what is 
said. 


For anyone uncertain of what 
categories are included in the 
budget, Glasscox listed some of 
the items necessary for the 
operation of the school system. 
The list includes, teachers, prin- 
cipals, books, equipment, buses, 
gasoline, utilities, new 
buildings, building repairs, and 
insurance. 

Although proration is not in 
effect now, Glasscox said that if 
it should occur there is no addi- 
tional money available locally to 
absorb the loss. 

“We would have no choice 
but to reduce services,” he said.

He married Nelli, now a nurse 
at Shelby Medical Center, and 
they raised Peggy (now a Scott 
living in Woodland Hills), Gary 
(the former Helena Police chief 
who is now heads that city’s 
maintenance department), and 
Debbie (now a Thomas who 
lives in Maylene and works in 
Helena). 

When his lay-off from TCI 
appeared inevitable Carter 
decided to go into police work. 

“Td have never made it 
without Tom Ford,” he says. 
Besides pinning his first badge 
on him, Carter also credits Ford 
with training him and instilling 
in him the philosophy that his 
purpose as a police officer was to 
help people. 

If a drunk can be taken home, 
instead of arrested, then accor- 
ding to Carter, who doesn't 
drink himself, the officer has 
done two good things: gotten a 
potentially dangerous person off 
the streets and perhaps helped 
save his or her family to boot. 

“If you treat a person like 
you'd want to be treated 
yourself, put yourself in the 
other man’s shoes, you'll never 
go wrong,” Carter says. “If all 
police officers did that, there 
wouldn't be all these lawsuits to- 
day, either.” 

The philosophy served him 
well, and in 1961 the city made 
Carter chief and another 
patrolman was soon added. The 
next year Carter graduated from 
the police academy, and later 
earned a business degree in Bir- 
mingham. 

But by no means was his job 
strictly one of playing the Good 
Samaritan. In the late ’50’s and 
into the '60’s, Shelby County 
had a rough and tough reputa- 
tion, and cops and robbers was 
often the rule of the day. 


Danger played a part in 
Carter’s job, as it does in any 
police job. And matters weren't 
helped by the fact that there 
were only four sheriff's 
deputies and two state troopers 
to call on for assistance. 

Suprisingly enough, for a 
while Carter didn’t even carry a 
gun. “Then some convicts nearly 
killed me and I figured I was be- 
ing paid to carry a sidearm and 
it was probably a good idea.” 

One day he pulled up on a 
man standing outside a building 
holding a .38. “I said, “What's 
the problem?” He said, ‘I’m go- 
ing to kill those SOB’s in there. 

“No you're not,’ and I grabb- 
ed the gun away from him.” 

Once, following a robbery, 
Carter pulled up to the suspect 
who whirled on him firing a 
shotgun. Carter ducked behind 
his car, then fired back and the 
man went down. 

He walked over to where the 
man had been and found a cap 
with a hole through it. After 
eventually running the man 
down, police found that the 
bullet had grazed a path over his 
scalp. 

Another time Carter and 
other police jumped a rapist in 
Alabaster. The man fled into the 
woods. Dogs were called in to 
track him, and the chase lasted 
two days through the under- 
brush and briers, finally ending 
in the Shannon area of South 
Jefferson County. 


“I figured the thing to do was 
to get ahead of the noise of the 
dogs, so I waited just off some 
train tracks. I saw the guy runn- 
ing down the tracks, stepped out 
and we caught him.” 

Actually, the “we” should be 
“I,” but as Carter puts it, “It’s 
easier to say “we” than “I.” 


You operate on instinct when 
you're a police officer, Carter 
says. Still, sometimes you get 
scared when the going gets 
hairy. 

But because of that instinct, 
and the training an officer 
undergoes, Carter says it was 
always after such brushes with 
desperate men ended, that he 
realized he was scared. 

Then there were the threats 
against him and his family. 

“That's just part of the game. 
They'd call up and say they’re 
gonna’ kill you and you say, ‘Do 
what you have to do,’ and hang 
up on them. But thank the Lord 
for a strong wife!” 

Tragedy also played a part — 
too big a part — in Carter's 
police work. 

Two people were decapitated 
in a motorcycle accident. Carter 
remembers picking up the 
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them. You can’t solve 
everybody's problems, but you 
can listen.” 

Problems were not limited to 
people in the community. 
Sometimes Carter, as all chiefs 
do, had problems with his of- 
ficers. Always protective of his 
personnel, he declines to talk 
about specifics, but simply says 
that he did what was necessary 
within the lines of the Golden 
Rule. 

It was also his duty to write 
policy for the department that 
included everything from wear- 
ing beards to firing weapons. 

“I've never believed in 
shooting someone down who's 
fleeing from you without trying 
to hurt you or someone else,” 
Carter says. “I don’t know why 
it took the Supreme Court so 


long to rule on that.” 

Along with such ad- 
ministrative duties, Carter also 
had to deal with politicians. 

“One said we needed to in- 
crease our revenues and wanted 
a quota system on tickets,” he 
says. “I flat told him my men 
aren't going to write tickets just 
to make money. It’s wrong. That 
doesn’t cut it with me.” 

Being “bullheaded’’ often 
served him well as a chief, he 
says. As the plaque on his former 
office wall used to read: “The 
buck stops here.” 


Carter says he also in- 
structed officers not “to write a 
book” on offenders, tacking on 
everything they can to a 
speeding violation or stop sign 
infraction. “The folks out there 
have to make a living. One ticket

An airplane crashed and ex- 
ploded into fire. Carter tried to 
extinguish a burning body but it 
kept flaming up again... 

The most tragic incident, he 
says, was a multiple drowning at 
Fulton Lake that happened 
while a family was building a 
pier. 

When Carter answered the 
call he spotted a woman floating 
in the water. He dived in, pulled 
her to safety and she recovered 
to tell him that her husband and 
child had been with her. 

“I went down under the water 
and I got hold of this kid’s tiny 
little arm and pulled him up. I 
dove again and found his 
father... 

You just had to learn to shake 
it off. But it’s one thing I won't 
miss. Too gorey.” 


Sometimes, Carter says, be- 
ing a policeman meant being 
ears to someone’s problems, even 
when he knew there was nothing 
he could do. 

“Sometimes we know we can’t 
help, but you go and try and it 
helps them just to have you 
listen. 

“It’s another good philosophy. 
People wouldn’t call you if that 
problem wasn't important to

He recalls a number of in- 
stances where youths were pick- 
ed up for such things as stealing 
bicycles. 

“T’d try to let the parents help 
them out, and keep it off the 
kid’s record. It m you feel 
like you really accomplished 
something.” 

As for those who didn’t res- 
pond to such treatment, “they're 
in the penitentiary today.” 

As one might suspect, the 
wide range of responsibilities 
and dangers involved in being a 
police chief sometimes wore 
heavy. In fact, Carter left 
Alabaster from 1967-1971 to 
take a sergeant’s position on the 
night shift in Vestavia. 

“I just wanted a change,” he 
says. “You know how you get 
burned out on a job...” 

Finally the city — and “it was 
dull up there” — convinced him 
to return to Alabaster, Carter 
says that by now the “cops and 
robbers” had cooled down con- 
siderably, Alabaster was pro- 
gressing, the department even- 
tually grew to 14 officers and he 
learned how to delegate more 
work. 

“It got a lot easier the last six 
or seven years,” he says. “I'd 
have quit a long time ago if it 
hadn't.” 


What got harder to deal 
with was his health. He had his 
first back operation in 1964. In 
1979 he had a third of his 
stomach removed because of 
ulcers. 

In 1980, after a third back 
operation — a failed attempt to 
fuse deteriorating vertebrae — 
Carter's doctor advised him to 
retire and get off his feet. 

“I stayed on five more years. 
I'm not sure why... I guess I 
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didn’t feel like I could face 
retirement then. I wasn’t ready 
for the rocking chair on the front 
porch.” 

After April of this year Carter 
quit coming to office regularly 
because of his back. On May 1, 
his resignation became final. 

“It's helping me already,” he 
laughs, his eyes still gleaming 
with blue fire. 

“My toughest decision now is 
whether or not to get up in the 
morning or go back ‘to bed. I 
usually get on up, but now I 
have that option. It’s a lot dif- 
ferent than going to the office 
for eight or 16 hours,” 

He has kept active by prepar- 
ing his lot at Bozo’s Fish Camp 
where he'll soon move a trailer 
for the weekends. 

“We've got a pontoon boat. 
My wife’s the fisherman. I just 
love to get out on the water and 


go. 

“Being chief wasn’t all rosy, 
but it was good to me. I can’t say 
I won't miss it, but I'll find other 
things to do.” 

Carter says he intends to keep 
his non-paying position as 
member of Shelby Medical 
Center’s board of directors. 
“That’s enjoyable because you 
feel like you’re helping people.” 

His former investigator, Larry 
Rollan is now chief, and Carter 
says that with the personnel he 
has, he should make a good one.

Thursday when the Indian Springs Civic Club 
called a meeting to discuss the issue.

Before the meeting was called on account of 
darkness, ISCC President Bill Pittman said that 
he would appoint a committee to study the 
various proposals that were presented concerning 
the future of Beat 12. 

On Thursday, the crowd heard from Pelham 
Mayor Bobby Hayes, Hoover Mayor Frank Skin- 
ner and Jack van Pelt, a resident of beat 12 and 
North Shelby County Fire District Trustee. 


Questioned about Pelham’s motive in propos- 
ing the annexation, Hayes said that the city could 
only grow in an easterly direction. 

Hayes said Pelham was willing to assume the

Package bills aid young victims of child abuse 


by David F. Moore

In 1984, 25,000 cases of child abuse or neglect 
were reported in Alabama alone. This year that 
number is expected to increase to 30,000. 

To help fight these growing statistics the state 
legislature last week passed eight child abuse and 
neglect laws from a package of 14 original bills. 

Rep. John Tanner of North Shelby County, a 
sponsor of two of the initial bills, called the 
passage of the child abuse package the most im- 
portant legislation he has ever handled, as well 
as the most important legislation to come out of 
the recent legislative session. 

Tanner's first bill calls for mandatory 
background checks of employers and employees 
of child day care centers. Those convicted of 
child abuse and violent crimes will be prohibited 
from working in the day cares. 

“We don’t need convicted felons or persons

who have been convicted of sex crimes working 
with our children,” Tanner said. “This bill will 
greatly reduce the chance of children being abus- 
ed in day care centers where there has been an 
alarming increase of child abuse.” 

A similar law enacted last year in Florida turn- 
ed up 30 convicted felons working in child day 
care centers. Tanner said that among felons were 
three child abusers and one child murderer. 

Tanner called his bill “an integral part” of the 
overall child abuse package that was co- 
sponsored by Rep. Sonny Moore of Sterrett, Sen. 
Butch Ellis of Columbiana and others. 

Although Tanner's bill passed through the 
House with no problems, it hit a snag in the 
Senate. 

In an act of what Tanner called “plagurism,” 
Sen. Gary Aldridge made Tanner's bill an 
admendent to a teacher notification bill Aldridge 
sponsored. The Senate was threatening to kill the

Aldridge bill on the last day of session. 

Tanner said that once the amendment was at- 
tached and the bill substantially strengthened, 
Aldridge dropped the original part of his own bill 
and was able to pass Tanner's proposal under his 
own name. 

“I guess the most important thing is that the 
provisions are still all intact,” Tanner said. 

The mandatory background checks will not go 
into effect until September 1. This will give day 
care facilities time to prepare for the forms 
employers will have to fill out on themselves and 
their employees. Information from the forms will 
be computerized for easy cross-reference. 

Computer time for this statewide procedure 
will probably cost less than $500,000 and be 
funded through the general budget, Tanner said. 

Tanner's second bill, which was killed, would 
have specifided a 15-year statue of limitations on 
child cases. However, that provision had been 
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made through the earlier passage of another bill. 

Other parts of the child abuse package which 
did not pass would have established a “bill of 
rights” for children, re-defined child abuse, and 
called for school personnel to contact by 10 a.m. 
the parents of children not in school that day. 

Two other bills were incorporated into parts of 
the package that passed, so that the effects of 10 
of the original bills are now law. 

“The heart of the legislation did pass,” Tanner 
said. “It will compliment innovative programs 
like the Children’s Trust Fund and local 
volunteer programs. 

“This packagashould be model for other states 
to follow. By enacting these bills into law, 
Alabama will have taken a bold and creative step 
in insuring the protection of our children from 
the alarming trend of child abuse and sexual ex- 
ploitation of children that is sweeping the na-

liability which would be incurred because the 
cost of services to the area would outweigh what 
the city would gain in ad valorem taxes from the 
new residents.

Hayes noted, however, that fire dues will still 
be payable to the NSCFD — either by the 
residents or whatever entity annexed part of 
North Shelby. 

If residents were annexed by Hoover they 
would still have to pay those fire dues, plus the 
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meeting sponsored by the Indian Springs Civic 
Club. Because of the large crowd, the meeting 
scheduled for a classroom at Indian Springs 
School had to be moved outdoors.

Anatomically correct dolls can now be used in 
conjunction with admitted evidence and prompt 
reporting of missing persons into the National 
Crime Information Center’s computer system 
(NCIC) is also required. 

®Criminal history checks for prior felony con- 
victions are now required of potential foster and 
adoptive parents. 

*Local child protection teams — composed of 
personnel from DPS, DA offices, Public Safety 
Department and citizen volunteers — are now 
called for to assist in the identificaiton and treat- 
ment of child abuse and neglect victims. 

*Information on abuse cases is now required to 
be shared between social service agencies and 
law enforcers through expanded use of the 
NCIC. 

*Limits will be set by presiding judges on in- 
terviews and interogations of child abuse vic- 
tims.

Grading the legislature 


What sort of grade does the Alabama Legislature get for its per- 
formance during the 1985 regular session? The answer you get to 
that question depends largely on who you talk to. 

As is always the case, a lot more bills were killed than passed, and 
that is a blessing — a bigger blessing than you may realize. Young 
political writers often times bemoan the fact in print that such a 
small percentage of the bills introduced in a session are ever enacted 
into law. As one grows older, and hopefully wiser, they realize that 
the fewer laws passed, the less likely any harm will be done. 

Certainly the most important bill to pass was the career ladder 
proposal for teachers. Whether it is as good as the governor insists, 
or as bad as the critics say, only time till tell. No one can fault its in- 
tent — to improve the quality of teaching. Whether the law will ac- 
tually do that remains to be seen. 

This was the first session in which the legislators operated under 
the budget isolation amendment. Here, too, there is a debate as to 
the benefits of this achievement. 

Did it achieve what Gov. Fob James hoped it would achieve? The 
record is clear that both budgets were passed during the regular ses- 
sion, and both were passed before the last night. That is what Gov. 
James wanted, so it would seem that the amendment did work 

Opponents say the amendment created a terrible logjam (which 
it did) and as a result many bills never could be brought up for a vote 
(that’s true also). But repeating what was said above, that’s not 
necessarily bad. : 

State employees would certainly be quick to say it was a terrible 
session. The pay raise they wanted — $1,000-a-year across the board 
— was vetoed by the governor. 

The teachers didn’t get a raise either from the Legislature, but this 


was quickly remedied by the governor and the State Board of 
Education. Come Oct. 1 the teachers who are tenured will get a 15 
per cent raise; non-tenured a five per cent boost. This means that in 
two years Alabama's teachers have seen their salaries boosted by 
32.2 per cent — 15 per cent last year and 15 per cent on top of that 
this year. Not many people have done so well. 

Under the threat of losing federal funds, the state's legal drinking 
age was increased back to 21, although a “grandfather clause” was 
put in the law providing that any young person who is 19 years old 
by Oct. 1 of this year will not be covered by the law. 

One of the most applauded actions by the Legislature was its 
passage of a package of four child abuse laws. (See related story on 
Page A-1). 

A few interesting measures that didn’t make it: Mandatory use of 
seat belts — a state lottery — a change in the method of paying 
legislators — a $3 million appropriation for the Bear Bryant 
Museum at Tuscaloosa — and a bill which would have allowed peo- 
ple to give a part of your state income tax refund to the money- 
troubled Birmingham Stallions. 

But returning to the question asked in the beginning — what sort 
of grade does the Legislature get for the Regular Session '85? Let's be 
gentle and simply say that it won’t make the Beta Club this year,,

Betty Hale: memory of Elvis lives

The memory of Elvis Presley may not live 
forever, but Betty Hale of Helena knows that it 
wiil live at least as long as she does. 

“I’ve got so many pictures and things I don’t 
have room to display them. all,” says Hale. 

She displays many of these articles in a large 
glass-fronted display cabinate. In it is 
memorabilia ranging from $250 porcelain Elvis 
dolls, to the personal thank-you note the Presley 
family sent Hale in response to her sympathy let- 
ter after Elvis’ death. 

“Not everyone has one of these,” she says pro- 
udly showing the engraved card. 

There are pictures, plaques and mementoes — 
some of which any Elvis fan would recognize, 
others more rare — on the walls and tables 
throughout her house. One of her more rare 
mementoesis a black white photograph of Gov. 
Wallace greeting Elvis at the state capitol. 


Enis has always been special to Hale. 

“T’ve always loved Elvis,” she says. “I think 
part of it was because he came from a poor 
background like I did. And then after he made it 
big he was so good to so many people. 

“He’s still an inspiration to me.” 

One expression of Hale’s inspiration is a special 
guitar-shaped white ceramic music box which 
plays Love Me Tender. She has arranged candles 
around the music box. 

“Candles and Elvis are two of my favorite 
things. Sometimes when I’m nervous or sad I 
light some candles, put on an Elvis tape and read 
oné of the books about him, or look through my 
pictures for awhile. It comforts me somehow.” 

Hale made her first trip to Graceland last New 
Year’s to commemorate Elvis’ birthday. 

“My husband Glen and I went up to stay for 
three days and two nights, but we got snowed in 
and wound up spending seven days there. 

“Sometimes we'd just go sit in the car outside 
Graceland and look at it. They still had all the

Making it with 
Mental Health

Last week I began an over- 
view of professional services 
available to those who are in a 
life crisis. I started with outpa- 
tient services. This week I would 
like to talk about another service 
designed to help individuals 
avoid hospitalization. Day treat- 
ment or partial hospitalization 
as it is sometimes called, pro- 
vides a cost-effective alternative 
for those who would otherwise 
have to be separated from their 
families and communities. The 
competitive health care industry 
has also recognized both the cost 
and treatment effectiveness ad- 
vantages and now offers 
day/evening programs for 
alcoholic as well as non- 
residential programs for the 
psychiatric patient. 

Several specific features of 
Day Treatment services include: 
1) Time is sufficient to resolve or 
control the crisis. Sometimes a 
one or two hour counseling ses- 
sion is inadequate for developing 
coping skill, 2)Intensity — pro- 
blems can be dealt with indepth 
through group support from 
others experiencing similar dif- 
ficulties. 3)Job Retention and 
Wages — many individuals are 
able to hold on to their jobs ver- 
sus potential loss of job and in- 
come due to lengthy hospitaliza- 
tion. 4)Cost of care is usually less 
than one-half the cost of 
hospitalization for equal periods 
of treatment. 

The center offers a specialized 
day treatment program for 
previously hospitalized patients

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School board buys computer

If time is money, then the 
Shelby County school system is 
bound to save a bundle with the 
computer it has ordered. 


The school system’s financial 
coordinator Jim Davis says that 
once it is installed and program- 
med, it will take the new NCR 
9300 computer only one hour to 
handle school payrolls — a task 


that presently takes three days. 

Davis said that a long range 
savings will also be realized by 
eliminating the $25,000 cost the 
board now pays for computer 
services contracted out to a 
private company. 

The new equipment — 
scheduled for delivery in about 
four weeks  — __ cost 
$80 ,000-$85,000. 

Making the recommendation 
that the board purchase the 


NCR, education superintendent 
Ellie Glasscox recommended 
that the school board buy the 
computer. He said that a pro- 
grammer may not be needed 
because the software, developed 


by McAleer Computer 
Associates, is designed specifical- 
ly for school system needs. 
Besides using the system for 
processing payroll checks and 
storing accounting and payroll 


records, it can also be used for 
student grading and scheduling. 

The computer can also 
catalogue information such as 
the names of teachers, and keep 
inventories of equipment. That 
kind of information is already on 
record now, but Davis says it 
could take him weeks to pull it. 

Once the computer is install- 
ed, Davis estimates it will take 
six to seven months to get all the 
data recorded.

12:30 p.m. the turbines came 
on, boiling the water into large 
waves which tossed Scott’s boat 
against some rocks.

The Farmers Home Administration (FmHA) has received application for financial assistance 
from the Dunavant Valley Water Authority to run water lines and provide service in an area of 
Shelby County that will cover approximately 26.44 miles of water lines. The proposed water lines 
will cross approximately 2.27 miles of 100 year flood plain. These flood plain areas are located ad- 
jacent to Smyer Lake, Holly Brook Lake and Wehapa Lake. While a portion of the project will be 
located within the flood area, the project has been so designed and line sizes reduced to permit 
water service primarily to only existing families within these areas. Other mitigating measures in- 
clude the requirement of a full-time qualified inspector during construction and the obtaining of 
all required permits from the State Health Department and applicable highway department. A 
number of alternatives have been considered, including no action, and no other suitable alter- 
native has been found to avoid location of these facilities in the flood plain area. The primary 
rason for this is due to the number of residents already living in these areas that need a decent, safe 


and sanitary supply of water. 


The design of this project, including the mitigating measures required, will conform to ap- 
plicable State or local floodplain protection standards. 

No other agencies are involved in this project other than the obtaining concurrence from the 
local and state planning and environmental agencies having jurisdiction in these areas. 

FmHA has assessed the potential environmental impacts of this proposed action and has deter- 
mined that it will not significantly affect the quality of the human environment. Therefore, 
FmHA will not prepare an environmental impact statement for this proposed action,

Etheredge currently serves as the coordinator 
of volunteer services for the Red Cross Chapter in 
Shelby County.

Eitheredge’s job is doubly busy because she 
practices what she preaches, doing volunteer 
work at literally hundreds of blood drives each 


ear. 

“T felt like a drowning person when I took the 
job, just grabbing at straws to find something 
worthwhile to do,” she says. “Now I sometimes 
feel like they threw the whole bale in on me! 

“But I do love the job.” 

And Etheredge is committed to the position. 
“They can't fire me from my volunteer job,” she 
laughs. “And if I quit, I soon wouldn’t be worth 
anything.” 

Her duties encompass far more than her work 
at the regular Friday blood drives in Alabaster 
and the special drives held around the county. 
But it is her role in these important blood drives 
that many throughout the state will remember 
Cecelia Etheredge. 

Her cheerful smile and welcoming pat on the 
back have endeared her to many donors, 
especially the first-timers whom she showers 
with concern. 

“Their first time is the most important,” she 
says. “It can make them a blood donor for life, or 
make them never want to give again.” 

Cecelia takes especially good care of the school 
age donors throughout the county, earning the 
honorary title “Grandma” from many of them. 

In her notebook, Cecelia carries a picture of a 
Chelsea High senior that she met through suc- 
cessful blood drives there. 

“He signed it "To Grandma’,” she beams. “The 
young donors are a special favorite to me.” 


A special favorite is what Cecelia has become 
to donors and Red Cross officials of all ages. The 
old advertisement framed as a birthday present 
came from Ken Jackson of Dudley C. Jackson 
Inc. in Helena. 

The two met through the blood drives at the 
company, and Cecelia made a lasting impression 
on all of Jackson’s employees. 

Cecelia was also recently named as one of 
three regional winners of outstanding service 
awards for Red Cross volunteers. 

“Cecelia Etheredge, dynamic chairman of 
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volunteers, may be little in stature but in deed 
she is mighty like an Alabama Crimson Tidal 
wave,” wrote Shelby County Chapter Executive 
Emily Rabren in her nomination letter for the 
award. “Cel is an exceptional and unique collec- 
tor of blood. With the special treatment she gives 
them, they come back again and again.” 

While Cecelia is surprised by and proud of 
each new award, she accepts them in the same 
ae with which she approaches her volunteer 
job. 

“I don’t expect awards for doing what I like to 
do,” Etheredge says. “You do those things from 
your heart. 

“My mother always told me there’s someone 
who needs attention more than you do. If you 
look around, you can always find them, and that 
helps you think more about others than you do of 
yourself,” 

Cecelia’s thoughts for others have carried her 
through several cancer surgeries, the lonliness of 
losing a marriage partner and a transition to a 
new lifestyle. 

Those thoughts barely leave time for her to en- 
joy needlework with her sister Mary — also a 
blood recruiter for the Shelby County Red Cross 
chapter — women’s work at Our Lady of the 
Valley Catholic Church and poll work in 
Pelham.

My, sister says all I do is eat, sleep and work 
Red Cross,” Etheredge says, the ever-present 
twinkle in her eyes especially bright. 
“Everywhere I go I really do try to encourage 
people to give blood. Why, just the other day I 
was at a funeral and the subject came up...” 

Cecelia Etheredge knows a young woman in 
Alabaster who, along with her family, has a long 
history of blood donation. When the young 
woman experienced complications with her 
pregnancy, she began to hemmorage and needed 
blood. 

Later, when the crisis was past and she saw 
Cecelia, the young woman said how happy she 
had been know that, through volunteer 
donors, there was blood there when she needed 
it. 

“T'll always remember that,” Etheredge says. 
“It shows just how giving blood saves lives.” 

“And you know, I can’t even give anymore, 
but Red Cross is still a lifesaver for me.”

I've always felt if more fathers would introduce their sons to 
the outdoors early in life, fewer young boys would be in trou- 
ble and living at the Attention Home.

Several of my buddies and I visited local 
ponds and creeks after school and on the weekends. For a cou- 
ple of years I was hooked on frog gigging, but girls and snakes 
soon put an end to that since it was done at night 

Start "em young! But be careful. Even too much banana 
puddin’ can make you sick and turn you against something 


I've heard many voung men say, “I don't like to hunt, my 
dad almost froze me to death every Saturday. deer hunting.” 
Or, “When I was little my dad and I would follow those bird 
dogs all day and now I hate it.” Or even, “We sat in that boat 
in the hot sun all day long, so I don’t enjoy fishing now.” 

Start ‘em right! Make it comfortable and interesting to hunt 
or fish. A little homework and mental! preparation may be the 
ticket. Don’t stay on the lake or in the woods too long and 
remember to leave in plenty of time for boys to be boys. Allow 
them time to enjoy baseball. football, friends, even girls. 

There's a time in the teens when hunting and fishing may 
fall from their list of priorities, but don’t hang up the rods and 
reels and guns, yet. If your son really likes what you taught 
him, he'll be back. 

Well, until next week... “it’s been a little piece of heaven.”

Shelby County commissioners are expected to 
vote ‘Friday whether or not to join Talladega 
County in re-opening a water treatment plant on 
the Coosa River. 

The multi-million dollar project could even- 
tually bring a reliable water supply to large parts 
of eastern and northern Shelby County. 

Several years ago, a plant built in 
Childersburg by the federal government during 
World War II was donated to Talladega County. 

That plant could now be re-opened for $3.4 


gallons per day. Afterwards, an additional half 
million dollars could double the plant’s daily out- 
ut. 

Talladega County has secured a $1.7 million 
grant for the project. Talladega and Shelby 
would then split the matching funding on a 50-50 
basis, or about $850,000 each. 

Plans call for the treatment plant to initially 
provide water primarily for industrial use. Long 
range plans would include providing water to 
residential customers in both counties.

Pelham approves 15 acres for new armory

The Pelham City Council took 
steps last week that could bring 
a national guard armory to the 
city within the next three years. 


The council approved the pur- 
chase of 15 acres of land off Mar- 
tin Street with the intention of 
donating it to the state for loca- 
tion of an armory. 

The tract is adjacent to the 


the high tech school that is pro- 
mised in Pelham. The school, 
which is being spearheaded by 
Nunnelley State Technical Col- 
lege in conjunction with other 
area schools, is set to open its 
doors this fall in a temporary 
facility with plans to build on 
the Martin Street site as soon as 
state monies allow. 

National guard officials told 
the Pelham Council that an 
original five-year time-table for 
the location of an armory in the 


area would probably be stepped 
up, bringing a building to the ci- 
ty in two to three years. 

In addition to the building, 
guard officials indicated they 
would help in the construction 
of a road into the site that would 
service the armory and the 
school as well. 

Estimated cost of the 15 acre 
tract is $75,000. Pelham officials 
feel that the city will recoup 
$50,000 in savings on the con- 
struction of the road. 


Councilman Ken Maynard 
also said the “intangible 
benefits” of having an armory 
influenced his decision to sup- 
port the purchase. Such 
benefits include a large meeting 
facility for use by the city, an 
immediate disaster center 
available to area residents, the 
availabilicy of a large manpower 
force to help with disaster relief, 
and the opportunity provided 
area residents to participate in 
the guard program.

Push is on to make polls more accessible

A move is on in Shelby County to improve accessibility to voting 
places for the elderly and handicapped. 

The statewide project is being pushed by Secretary of State Don 
Siegleman who was in Columbiana May 30 to organize the Shelby 
County Voting Accessibility Committee. 

The first step is to conduct a survey on June 26 of the 37 voting 
locations in Shelby County, said committee chairman Joe Eversole 
of Helena, who is also co-chairman of the project statewide. 

The survey, Siegleman explained, will identify voting places 
which have architectural barriers that prevent elderly and disabled 
voters from getting to the polls. 

Once the survey is complete, Eversole said that local civic clubs 
will be asked to take a key role in correcting the problems through 
“Adopt a Polling Place” civic projects. 

Siegleman said he expected Shelby County civic clubs to respond 
to the need, and that by doing so, the project can be accomplished 
without placing a financial burden on taxpayers and the county 


government. 

Commission chairman Tommy Snowden said that only about 12 
of the voting places in Shelby County had obstacles such as stairs 
that prevented certain people from being able to vote. It was 
agreed, however, that the survey should be conducted of all county 
voting places. 

The right to vote is constitutionally guaranteed and Siegleman 
noted that the federal government passed a law in 1984 requiring 
improvements to the accessibility of voting places and places to 
register to vote. 

“We don’t want the federal government to come in and tell us to 
do this or that,” Siegleman told the group of 10 people who attended 
the organizational meeting at the Mildred B. Harrison Regional 
Library. “We want to beat them to the punch. We want to do it 
right, but do it our way. 

“This is one more step towards making our government function 
the way it’s supposed to,” he said. 

Siegleman complimented the Shelby County Board of Registrars

Trust fund offers to match $5,000 for libraries

A Birmingham based trust fund has offered to 
match up to $5,000 in new private and corporate 
contributions to the Shelby County library 
system. 

No stipulations are tied to the matching funds, 
except that the offer ends August 13. The letter 
offering the contribution suggests that the money 
be used to buy reference books. (The text of the 
letter is reproduced on Page A-4 of today’s 
Reporter.) 


The money is being made available by the 
John Alcide and Delia Truss Robert Charitable 
Trust, Co-trustees for the fund are John C. 
Henley III, president of Birmingham Printing 
and Publishing Company, and Central Bank of 
Birmingham. 

“Contrary to what you might think, it’s dif- 


ficult to give away money constructively,” 
Henley said last week in a telephone interview. 
“There are not too many enduring and wor- 
thwhile projects, but libraries are one of them.” 

Henley said that when he was made aware of 
the failure last month to pass a proposed library 
tax, he thought it would be a good idea to offer a 
matching grant. 

“I often think that people don’t realize what 
benefits are there with libraries,” Henley said. 

He said that “from the vantage point of 
distance” he can see the good Shelby County 
libraries are doing, and hopes that the offer he 
made will generate more local pride in the 
system. 

“What's more important than the money, we 
hope to stimulate awareness, interest and a pat- 
tern of giving to the libraries in Shelby County. 
Even a one dollar donation from someome makes 
the libraries belong to them,” Henley said, 
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Last month Shelby County voters defeated a 
proposed half-mill tax that would have cost 
homeowners an average of $2.50 annually, while 
generating some $150,000 towards reference 
books and library services across the county. The 
tax failed by 120 votes. 

One reason proposed for the defeat of the tax 
was that the word “library” was accidently omit- 
ted when the ballot was printed in Montgomery. 
County library director Nancy Woosley said this 
caused confusion among some voters who were 
concerned that the money would not go to the 
nine libraries in the county. 


“Even though we're disappointed that we lost 
the election, this makes us aware that people do 
care,” Woosley said of the May 15 letter from 
Henley offering the match money. “In other 
words, it made our day. 

“While it's only a one time offer, we be able to 


start updating our reference collections to sup- 
pot students and others that do research,” she 
said. 

According to Henley, the late Alcide was a 
Swiss watch maker who moved to the Birm- 
ingham area to become a mining engineer. He 
married Delia Truss Robert who was a lifelong 
school teacher with a keen interest in libraries, 
books and knowledge. 

Henley said the small trust fund the couple left 
once donated $5,000 to Miles College. Because of 
the interest that donation drew, the Ford Foun- 
dation followed suit with a grant of $500,000. 

Another time, instead of offering to patch a 
leaky roof at a girls club, the trust offered 
$25,000 towards a needed second floor which 
would have solved several problems for the 
group. However, that offer was unsuccessful 
because the club’s board of directors voted to 


move the entire location.

Ames 
joins 
GOP

Shelby County Commis- 
sioner John Ames has joined 
the Republican Party. 

Ames was appointed to a 
commission seat by 
Democratic governor Fob 
James and won the same seat 
running as a Democrat in the 
1984 general elections. 

Saying that his “debt of 
honor” to the Democrat that 
appointed him had been paid 
when he ran as a Democrat, 
Ames announced last week his 
intention to change parties. 

Ames was one of several 
state politicians invited to 
Washington this week to be 
welcomed into the 
Republican fold. 

Ames announcement coin- 
cided with Republican Presi- 
dent Ronald Regan’s visit to 
Birmingham last week. 
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It would be fine for the county 
to adopt the Southern Congress 
building code, he said, but ask- 
ed, “What good is a code if you 
can’t enforce it?” 

Rushton said that he is oppos- 
ed to creating an inspection 
department because it would 
cost a lot of money and would 
not be revenue producing. In- 
stead, he favors handling inspec- 
tion on a fee system. 

“You would have a list of 
qualified inspectors and the con- 
tractor would be the one to pay 
them for their services,” 
Rushton said. 

Michael said that he thought 
the service would pay for itself 
because of the way the county is 
growing. 

Another reason that Michael 
said his organization wants a 


code is because as it stands now, 
anyone can get a permit from a 
city to do plumbing or to install 
heating and air conditioning by 
simply paying a $25.50 fee. 

“A bootlegger can sometimes 
beat us on price because they 
don’t have as much overhead,” 
he said. 

Michael noted that some of 
the unqualified people don’t 
even have signs on their trucks, 
which is a requirement of the 
Southern building code. 

Another point Michael 
brought up regarding inspec- 
tion, was that some city 
employees who serve as building 
inspectors are not qualified for 
the position. In one city, he said, 
the man who drives the garbage 
truck also serves as building in- 


spector. 


“I hope that some disaster 
doesn’t have to occur to make 
people realize that we need a 
uniform code and qualifed 
building inspectors,” Michael 
said. 

As to heating and air condi- 
tioning work in Shelby County 
homes, Rushton said that 
Alabama Power and Alagasco 
both have programs to see that 
everything is in order. 

Michael said that his group 
has written the county commis- 
sion requesting that the 
Southern building code be 
adopted, but that he has so far 
heard no response. 

Some two years ago a move to 
establish a county building in- 
spector was shot down when 
developers, realtors and farmers 
shot down the proposal.

County schools vie for piece of e

The Shelby County Board of Education recently held public hear- 
ings to determine how to slice next year’s school budget pie. But the 
board doesn’t yet know how big the pie is. 

For the 1984-85 school year, money from state sources amounted 
to $2.2 million. Education board president Barbara Whitman said 
that the board will work over the summer on the budget, and ex- 
pects to have about the same amount of money as last year. 

With the $3 million bond sale for building projects, last year’s 
budget totaled $34.5 million. 

‘In its fourth year, budget hearings have gone from 28 people at 
the initial hearing to just six people at this year’s session. 

“The reason, explained the school system’s financial coordinator 
Jim Davis, is because many of the needs of the various schools are 
béing taken care of in the $9 million building program the board has 
undertaken. 


Davis also noted that some previous requests have become conti- 
nuing items in the budget. He mentioned Scholar’s Bowl competi- 
tions and the DAY program, which serves students who have had to 
be removed from regular classrooms for behavioral or other pro- 
blems. 

SHELBY 

One problem still unresolved at a county school concerns ac- 
creditation. In December, when five schools receive accreditation 
from the Southern Association of Schools and Colleges, Shelby will 
be the school system’s only unaccredited school. 

The main reason for not being able to get accreditation, trustee 
Sid Clayton told the board, is because the site does not meet size re- 
quirements. 

Clayton said two more acres of land have to be acquired to meet 
the required seven acres. He asked the board to have a land survey 
made and to provide money for the purchase of additional proper- 
ties. 


Education superintendent Ellie Glasscox said that student enroll- 
ment will influence whatever decision is made about Shelby. 

‘At the present time, he said that some classes do not have the 
minimum number of students. But Clayton predicted that the 


population in the area will be increasing during the 1985-86 school 
year because of development in the area. 


On the other end of the enrollment spectrum is Inverness, where 
trustee Sam Wilson said that an increase of 100-150 new students is 
expected for the fall term. 

Wilson said that in order to maintain accreditation, the library 
would have to increase the number of books. It was also the thinking 
of Inverness trustees that the board should pay the salaries of a 
fulltime office aide, and a fulltime librarian — two other re- 
quirements for accreditation. 

VALLEY 

Valley Elementary trustee Kathy Mikos had a request along the 
same lines. She said that requirements for state and Southern 
Association accreditation call for a library media aide for schools 
with student enrollments over 650. 

In the past, school organizations have had to come up with the 
money to pay that person’s salary. However, since the Plan for Ex- 
cellence devised by State Superintendent Wayne Teague discourages 
fund raising activities, Mikos asked the board to provide the media 
aide’s salary. 


HELENA 

The needs of Helena Elementary were presented by trustee chair- 
man Susan Bagley. She asked the board to do something about 
relocating the special education classroom from the school base- 
ment. 

Besides being too small, the room gets overheated in the winter, 
she said. Also, in rainy weather children with allergies have pro- 
blems in that particualr room. 

Bagley also’ asked the board to consider supplying additional 
equipment for physical education and a PE instructor. 

Another need she stressed was for renovation of the auditorium, 
which she said does not meet fire code standards. 

Glasscox said that the board is aware of the need to renovate the 
heating and air conditioning system at the school. 

As far as adding a physical education instructor to the staff, 
Glasscox said he hoped that the ‘board would be able to supply a 
fulltime instructor when enrollment reached 600.

Fire damages 
Galleria

A fire at the Riverchase 
Galleria caused “ a lot of excite- 
ment but little real damage” 
construction officials said 
following last week’s blaze. 

The fire on the top floor of the 
office building in the Galleria 
complex sent a column of black 
smoke hundreds of feet into the 
air, and was seen by residents 
throughout the Pelham and 
North Shelby County areas. 

Howard Dyer-Smith, a 
spokesman for the Harbert firm 
that is the Galleria project con- 
tractor, said the fire was caused 
by a malfunction in a gas burner 
heating roofing tar. 

Dyer-Smith said the fire back- 
ed up along the gas line to the 
system’s butane tank which ex- 
ploded. 

Approximately 40 percent of 
the top floor of the building was 
damaged to some degree by the 
fire, he said. In addition, hot 
roofing asphalt dripped onto 
three lower floors and will need 
to be cleaned. 

Dyer-Smith said that workers 
in the area attempted to ex- 
tinguish the fire before the tank 
exploded, but were unsuc- 
cessful. No one was seriously in- 
jured. 

Work on the office building 
was ahead of schedule before the 
Thursday fire, and company of- 
ficials do not anticipate any 
significant impact to the con- 
struction schedule from the fire. 

“Roofing is a tricky operation 
anyway, and this was sort of a 
freak accident,” Dyer-Smith 
said. “We don’t think it will 
happen again. Worse things 
than this have happened to our 
schedule and we have been able 
to handle them. We'll handle 
this as well.”

Prior to this trip, he said he had never been any farther west than 
Auburn — but that’s something that will be changing every day at 
more than a snail’s pace for the next three weeks.

OF NO SIGINIFICANT ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT 

The Farmers Home Administration (FmHA) has received application for financial assistance 
from the Dunavant Valley Water Authority to run water lines and provide service in an area of 
Shelby County that will cover approximately 26.44 miles of water lines. The proposed water lines 
will cross approximately 2.27 miles of 100 year flood plain. These flood plain areas are located ad- 
jacent to Smyer Lake, Holly Brook Lake and Wehapa Lake. While a portion of the project will be 
located within the flood area, the project has been so designed and line sizes reduced to permit 
water service primarily to only existing families within these areas. Other mitigating measures in- 
clude the requirement of a full-time qualified inspector during construction and the obtaining of 
all required permits from the State Health Department and applicable highway department. A 
number of alternatives have been considered, including no action, and no other suitable alter- 
native has been found to avoid location of these facilities in the flood plain area. The primary 
rason for this is due to the number of residents already living in these areas that need a decent, safe 
and sanitary supply of water: 

The design of this project, including the mitigating measures required, will conform to ap- 
plicable State or local floodplain protection standards. 

No other agencies are involved in this project other than the obtaining concurrence from the 
local and state planning and environmental agencies having jurisdiction in these areas. 

FmHA has assessed the potential environmental impacts of this proposed action and has deter- 
mined that it will not significantly affect the quality of the human environment. Therefore, 
FmHA will not prepare an environmental impact statement for this proposed action. 

Any written comments regarding this determination should be provided within fifteen (15) days 
of this publication to District Director, Farmers Home Administration, 1129 Noble Street, Room 
B-4, Federal Building, Anniston, AL 36201. FmHA will make no further decisions regarding this 
proposed action during this fifteen-day period.

Club, Dover says that she finds a lot of 
frustration among mothers who do not 
work and are not able to spend any time 
away from home. Dover can be sym- 
pathetic because she knows what those 
women are talking about. 

“I worked for eight and a half years 
before I became a mother. It was a big 
change when I stayed home for the first 
eight months with my daughter.” 

Although she wanted to keep on with 
her career, Dover says she decided to do 
it on a parttime basis after her daughter 
came along.

Compressor provides 
good air for Pelham FD 


The Pelham Fire Department 
has a new piece of equipment 
that promises to make the job a 
fighting fires in Pelham a safer 
one. 

Revenue sharing monies have 
enabled the city to purchase a 
new breathing air compressor 
system. The system is capable of 
both loading air bottles used by 
firemen while fighting fires, and 
storing a large amount of com- 
pressed air for immediate ac- 
cessibility. 

“This will make a big dif- 
ference in the confidence we 
have going into a fire,” said 
firefighter Mike Harris. “We 
will know for certain that we 
have a bottle of good air that is 
filled to its proper capacity.” 


Taylor of the Vallen Company 
to design the Eagle compressing 
system to the exact specifications 
needed by the Pelham depart- 
ment. 


The compressor will fill a 
standard breathing bottle in 
four to five minutes and has 
reserve storage capacity enough 
to fill 18 bottles. In addition, the 
unit is equipped with a com- 
puter that fills all bottles cor- 
rectly and runs a system of 
filters designed to detect any im- 
purities within the air being bot- 
tled.

Birmingham woman 
charged with slaying

Thursday afternoon, June 13, Wanda Ross was checking books 
out at the Birmingham library where she works. 

Thursday evening, the 33-year-old Birmingham woman was in 
the Shelby County jail charged with the murder of her friend, 
Patricia Shirley. 

Shirley’s body, which bore no identification at the time, was 
found May 20 on a logging road between Wilsonville and 
Harpersville. She had a bullet hole in the back of the head. 

Reed Smith, chief investigator for the Shelby County Sheriff's 
Department, alleged that Ross had been with the victim for most of 
the day prior to the murder. 

During the investigation, it was learned that Shirley had made 
deposits at several branches of the South Central Bank in Birm- 
ingham. 

Sgt. Richard Fox and investigator Billy Thomas, who were assign- 
ed to the case, learned that Ross has friends in Shelby County and 
knew the area off Dead Hollow Road where the body of the 34-year- 
old Birmingham woman was found. 

They believe that Ross got her friend to drive her to this area on a 
pretext on the afternoon of the murder. Shirley's brown Pontiac 
Grand Prix was later found abandoned on 4th Ave. and 19th St. in 
Birmingham. 

There were no signs of a struggle at the murder scene, leading in- 
vestigators to conclude that Shirley was unaware she was in danger.

County crops appear 
off to a strong start

Although annual rainfall to 
date is six inches below normal, 
the agricultural forecast for 1985 
appears to be good. 

Rains in the past week — and 
especially last weekend — 
helped turn around a dry spell 
that was threatening the coun- 
ty’s $20 million agriculture in- 
dustry. 

“Farming is a big gamble. No 
one has control over the weather 
and that'll certainly effect the 
outcome this year,” said county 
extension agent John Jones. “But 
the crops look pretty good right 
now.” 

Although Jones said there are 
no fulltime beef producers in the 
county, beef is expected to 
reamin the top agricultural 
money generator for 1985. 

The county's numerous beef 
producers — who average 20-50 
head of brood cows — stand to 
have a better profit margin 
because farmers are producing 
more of their own feed, Jones 
said. 

The same holds true with 
the county’s number two 
agricultural money producer, 
dairy farming. 

Jones said seven of the coun- 
ty’s 18 grade ‘A’ dairies are 
growing increased amounts of 
corn, alfalfa, sorghum silage, 
thus cutting the farmers’ out of 
pocket expenses for cattle feed. 

Also, with the end of the 
15-month federal subsidy pro- 
gram in March, Jones said that 
more Shelby County diarymen 
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are gearing up for full milk pro- 
duction. 

Although exact figures were 
not available, Jones said that 
dairy and beef producers have 
already put up more than the 
average amount of hay for this 
time of the year. 

Cotton continues to make a 
gradual comeback in ’85, Jones 
said. Shelby County’s 35 
fulltime cotton producers have 
increased their planting to an 
estimated 4,000 acres — up 
slightly from 84’s 3,900 acres. 

Last year, cotton producers 
averaged harvesting 700 pounds 
of lint, or up to three bales per 
acre. 

Jones said with the early two- 
week jump farmers got on plan- 
ting this year, cotton should be a 
“cheaper” crop because of the 
lessened need for heavy spray- 
ing. Also, because of the early 
planting, Jones said the cotton 
crop could be out as soon as 
September 15, thus greatly 
decreasing the chances of an ear- 
ly freeze killing the bolls. 

Following the statewide 
trend, soybeans are down “real 
heavy” because of lower dollar 
yields per acre, Jones said. 

The lack of rain through May 
and into June had threatened 
cotton and other cash crops. But 
Jones said rains in the past week 
have saved the plants. 

As much as 4.5 inches of rain 
was recorded Saturday in Vin- 
cent, and Jones said he knows of 
no part of the county that did 
not get some rain.

In a Friday meeting, the Shelby County Commission voted 
unanimously to join Talladega County in a joint project that would 
re-open a water treatment plant built during World War II on the 


Coosa River in Childersburg. 


Talladega County officials made the deal official at their Monday 


commission meeting. 


Shelby County will contribute half of the $1.7 million needed to 
match a government grant to re-open the Beaunit Fiber water 
treatment plant. The overall cost of the project is expected to be $3.4 
million, or 34¢ per gallon pumping capability. 

Engineers estimate that a similar plant built today would carry a 
$1.00 per gallon price tag or $10 million. 

When operational, the plant’s pumping capacity will be 10 
million gallons of water per day. An additional quarter to half

liar investment from the two counties could double the 


plant’s pumping capacity in the future. 
Engineering Service Associates, a Homewood based firm ex- 
perienced in water treatment systems, will do the refurbishing work 


on the 40-year old plant.

after fire at Columbiana business

A fire that broke out at a Col- 
umbiana recycling operation 
early this month, put the 
business in violation of an order 
issued last November by the 
Alabama Department of En- 
vironmental Management. 

ADEM spokesman Richard 
Grusnick said that the order was 
issued as a result of another fire 
at the business in June of 1984. 

Basically, the order made 
Sub-Terra Liquidators owner 
Benny Davis responsible for tak- 
ing steps to see that the same sort 
of incident did not reoccur. 


The second fire — which 
smoldered for several days — 
broke out at the buisness on the 
State 25 by-pass around noon on 
June 4 while Davis was at 
another nearby business. 

There was some concern on 
the part of residents of the city 
that the fire might have created 
toxic fumes. But Grusnick said 
that no evidence of that has been 
found. 


Since the fire is a violation of 
the 1984 order, Grusnick said 
that litigation may be filed 


against Davis, “to seek ap- 
propriate relief from the 
sporadic fires.” 

Grusnick said that Davis fail- 
ed to exercise proper precautions 
in preventing and extinguishing 
the fire. He said that there is no 
water at the business. 


Davis said the reason he does 
not have water at the recycling 
plant is because the city moved a 
nearby fire hydrant when he 
located his business there five 
years ago. 

He said that he is in the pro- 
cess of putting in a fire system 
which will enable him to react 
quickly should a fire occur. 

As it is, Davis said that the fire 
department has to lay line for 
1,000 feet from the nearest 
hydrant before they can start 
putting water on the fire. If 
water had been available right 
away, the fire could have been 
put out before it got a good start, 
Davis said. 

Once a fire involving plastic 
material gets going, there is 
nothing that can be done to ex- 
tinghish it, Davis said. 

Columbiana Fire Chief John 
Farr said that volunteer 
firefighters remained at the 


scene of the fire until 9:30 p.m. 
to insure that the fire did not 
reach an expensive piece of 
equipment. 

To keep a similar incident 
from occurring, Davis said that 
he has made arran ts to 
take the materials he recycles to 
a warehouse for separation. 

This second fire apparently 
occurred when Davis’ employees 
used a cutting torch to free a 
hung-up piece of truck frame 
and sparks caught some of the 
nearby materials on fire. 

Davis said that he lost $60,000 
worth of materials that were 
baled and ready for shipment. 


In the past, residents have 
complained about the ap- 
pearance of the business and the 
burning of materials, but Davis 
pointed out that he performs a 
valuable service to the county 
and community. 

He recycles and sells materials 
that would otherwise be. left 
alongside the highway or put in 
the county landfill. This in- 
cludes glass, retread rubber, 
plastics and cardboard. 

Davis said that he ships close 
to 300,000 pounds of recycled 
material a week.

Cannadys: foster means ‘love

“We've had kids come in here in all kinds of shape,” adds Jim- 
my. “Some were tearing the house up until you couldn’t hold 
them. Some were torn up themselves, abused until they didn’t 
trust anyone. 

“But,” he says, “in all the years I’ve done this, I’ve never met 
a kid I didn’t like.” 

Love seems to be the key ingredient in the Cannady’s recipe 
for fostering. The warm looks and gentle smiles the Calera cou- 
ple give to the two foster children they now have in their care, 
seems to attest to the fact that they have plenty of love to go 
around. 

“We started fostering because we couldn’t have any children 
of our own,” says Pat. “I love children. It’s as simple as that.” 


“< 
F oster,” defined by Webster’s, means “to be nourished or 

trained up,” and “a giving, receiving or sharing of affection.” 

“Foster,” defined by Jimmy and Pat Cannady means loving 
and training and nourishing the many foster children who've 
passed through their home over the past 15 years. 

“We've fostered 56 children and don’t plan to stop anytime 
soon,” says Pat. “It takes time with some of them, but with 
enough love they'll come around.” 


To become foster parents, a couple must apply for a license 
with the Department of Pensions and Security. When apply- 
ing, couples may list a preference as to the age and sex of the 
children they wish to foster. 

The Cannady’s first choice was infant girls. The first children 
they fostered, however, were two boys ages 10 and 12. 

“I didn’t know what I was going to do with boys,” says Pat. 
“But as it turned out those two stayed with us until they mar- 
ried. 

“We kept them until they were of age to decide for themselves 
whether to stay in foster care or go back to their families. They 
stayed with us. 

“One of them was killed in 1980, but the other one lives here 
in Calera. His kids call us Grandma and Grandpa,” she says. 

For the most part, the Cannadys kept infants after their first 
two boys. In 1970 they even adopted a son. 

“We love kids,” says Jimmy. “I'll never forget, one year we 
got a baby in January and another in March. I was out of work 
for a while, so Pat assigned one of the babies to my care. It 
almost broke my heart when it was time to take her back to 
DPS. I cried like a baby myself.”

The summer months mean 
sun, fun and often a decrease in 
responsibility to many people in 
Shelby County. 

But to the staff and friends of 
the Shelby County Humane 
Society the summer months 
mean an an increase in workload 
and an increase in the heartache 
that comes with it. 

Humane Society director 
Anne Speakman said last week 
that the number of animals left 
at the Columbiana shelter 
doubles during the summer 
months. 

Matched with the fact that 
the shelter took in 100 more 
animals in May of 1985 than in 
May of the previous year, 
Speakman said she expects to 
have a large number of animals 
throughout the summer months. 

“This is just really hard to 
deal with,” Speakman said. “So 
many of these animals will not 
be adopted, and that hurts. All 
we can offer them at this point is 
give them a humane death.” 

The kitten population at the 
shelter is currently one of the 
major areas of concern. Last 
week, the shelter had over 40 
kittens in residence, and 
Speakman said they could only 
expect an average of one in 10 to 
be adopted.

knowing that after a while — whether it’s months or years — so- 
meone will take the baby back. 

“I know it’s best for the child when they go with adoptive 
parents, or back to their real parents, but it hurts to see them 
go,” Pat says. “It’s worse when you know they're going back to a 
bad situation.” 

Part of being a foster parent is taking care of abused and 
neglected children, as well as the children awaiting adoption. 

“T’ve seen little girls come in here who were scared to death of 
Jimmy,” Pat says. “Girls who had either never had a father, or 
who had been sexually abused. 

“We have a two-year-old now who was sexually abuséd and 
she’d hide under the table every time Jimmy came around for 
awhile. He's very good with them, though.” 

“I just keep my distance and talk to them until they realize 1 
won’t hurt them. Now this little one lets me hold her and tell her 
stories,” Jimmy says. “Love can work wonders in bringing these 
children out of their shells.” 

Love apparently helps solve other problems the foster 
children have. 

“Sometimes we'll get a baby that's listless and not at all alert,” 
says Pat. “When we first started fostering we thought that sort 
of behavior meant they were retarded. But we learned that with 
enough love and attention they'd perk up and be as alert as any 
other baby. 

“Love really works.” 


Loving children is only part — although a large part — of 
the job of fostering. 

Foster parents must also provide food and clothing for the 
children. While the state pays a small boarding fee, the rest of 
the expense for the care of these children comes from the foster 
parents themselves. 

“When you mention foster children to some people they say, 
‘Poor kids, having to be in a foster home.’ What they don’t 
realize is that being in a foster home is the best situation some of 
these children have ever been in,” says Jimmy. “Some of them 
come to us with only the clothes on their backs.” 

A financial statement is required of all foster parent ap- 
plicants, however, couples don’t have to be financially well off 
to become foster parents. In fact, DPS officials say love is often a 
more important factor in the foster home than money. 

“I guess some people don’t realize how little it takes to foster

children,” says Pat. “The least things make them happy, and the 
lose her return to you makes everything you do for them wor- 
while. 

“Just to see their little faces light up when you tell them you 
love them, that’s what it’s all about.” 

“So many times people see foster children as case numbers or a 
set of statistics,” Jimmy says. “They're more than just case 
numbers, though. Foster parents see the flesh and blood facts of 
the matter and the facts of the matter are that there aren't 
enough foster families to keep up with number of children who 
need that special love and care.” 

Generally aneasy going man — he'd have to be to put up with 
56 children — Jimmy sometimes gets up in arms with what he 
feels are injustices within the “ ee 

“They put the people who hurt children in jail — where they 
have color television and three squares a day — while the 
children are pushed around until someone can be found to take 
care of them,” he says. “But the children are the victims. It 
seems no one remembers that after the cases are closed.” 


Drs officials say that due to an increase in public awareness 
and concern about child abuse, there has been an increase in the 
number of children needing foster care. 

“There is one foster family in Shelby County with seven 
children and just recently DPS had to send three children to 
Montgomery County,” Pat says. “We need more people in 
Shelby County to take an interest in fostering. Shelby County 
kids should stay in Shelby County.” 

The Cannadys belong to the Shelby County Foster Parents 
Group, a support group that meets every six weeks. They say 
that anyone interested in fostering would be welcome to come to 
one of the meetings to find out more. 

_ Jimmy says he can tell people one thing for sure about foster- 
ing.

Your skin type is the most important factor in- 
fluencing your susceptibility to sunburn. As a 
rule, the lighter your skin the more sensitive it is 
to sun, 

The weather, location and time of day can af- 
fect the sun’s strength. Higher altitudes, closeness 
to the equator and reflection from sand, water or 
snow also increase the hazard of sunburn. 

No matter where you are, the sun is strongest 
between 10 a.m. and 2 p.m. Certain drugs, skin 
creams and perfumes can also increase your 
chance of sunburn. 

Consult your physician or pharmacist about 
your medications when in doubt. 

With a little knowledge and common sense 
you can avoid the pain and damage of sun ex- 
posure. 

Limiting mid-day exposure is reasonable. 
Wearing protective clothing can provide some 
protection, but remember, burns can occur 
through beach umbrellas, clothes and clouds. 

Use of a sunscreen is one of the more important 
precautions. Don’t mistake sunscreen lotion for 
tanning lotions. Most sunscreens contain PABA, 
an effective chemical block against the sun. 
PABA blocks part of the ultraviolet light rays 
(UVB) while it permits the passage of other rays 
(UVA). 

Burning is chiefly caused by UVB rays. But 
some tanning will be noted even with the use of a 
sun block because of the passage of UVA rays. 

Sunscreens work best when applied to cool, 
dry skin approximately 30 minutes prior to sun 
exposure. 

When choosing a sunscreen, first consider how 
much protection your skin type needs. The larger

the sun protection factor listed on the bottle, the 
more protection you will get. 

Experiment with both alcohol and lotion bas- 
ed varieties. If you have oily skin or are male, an 
alcohol based sunscreen probably will suit you 
best. If you have drier more sensitive skin or 
want to apply makeup over the sunscreen, a lo- 
tion without alcohol or a cream based product 
made for faces only should appeal to you. 

If you do get sunburned there are a number of 
things you can do at home for the mild sunburn. 
Cool water compresses, application of 42% cor- 
ticosteriod creams and aspirin every two hours 
will bring some relief. Persons with more serious 
burns, accompanied by blisters, swelling of the 
face and extremities, fever, chills and nausea 
should be seen by a physician.

Riverchase Principal Henry Clark said that he has always con- 
sidered his school to be outstanding. Last Thursday, that opinion 
was confirmed by the U.S. Department of Education which called 
to inform Clark that Riverchase Middle School was one of the 277 
public and private schools selected nationwide as a model school. 

“I thought our school was outstanding,” Clark said, “but when it 
was judged a model school when compared to secondary schools 
from across the nation, I think that’s really significant.” 


Only three schools in the state received the national recognition. 
The other two are Ira F. Simmons, a Jefferson County middle school 
located in Hoover, and East Highland Middle School in Sylacauga. 

Riverchase, which opened seven years ago to serve students in 
grades six, seven and eight, has had to cope with the problem of 
rapid growth almost from the beginning. When Clark took over as 
principal four and a half years ago, the building was close to being 


overcrowded. 


“Three years ago we outgrew the building,” the principal said. 

At the end of the school year in May, the enrollment stood at 901 
— an increase of 35 students over the previous year — and the 
growth isn’t expected to let up any time soon. 

However, a $12 million dollar systemwide building program that 
the Shelby County Board of Education has undertaken will add 
much needed space to the facility. 

Despite the overcrowding and four teachers not having a perma- 
nent classroom, Clark said that the quality of teaching is one of the 
main reasons for Riverchase receiving the national recognition.

rewards and incentives, concentrating classroom time on academics, 
positive climate, administrative leadership, well articulated cur- 
riculum, evaluation for instructional improvement and community 
support and involvement. 

The seven signposts for recognizing an effective school program 
were: student scores on acheivement tests, minimum competency 
test scores, numbers enrolling in college, joining the military or fin- 
ding jobs, student and teacher attendance rates, suspension and ex- 
pulsion rates, student awards in academic or vocational competi- 
tions and awards for outstanding school programs and teaching.

Convicted in killings 


Where are they now?

Where are the people who are doing time for 
murder and manslaughter cases with Shelby 
County connections? 

To answer this question, the Reporter checked 
the files of District Attorney William R. Hill Jr. 
The files date back to 1980. 

@Of all the murder convictions that have been 
handed down in the past four years, only two 
men have been sentenced to death. 

Victor Kennedy and Darrell Grayson, the 
Montevallo men convicted of the December 24, 
1980 killing of Annie Laurie Orr, are now both 
on death row at Holman Prison. 

Unless individuals are convicted of capital 
murder or given life without parole, they can be 
eligible for parole after serving one third of their 
sentence or ten years, whichever is less. 

¢Corbit Glen Stallings of Helena was sentenc- 
ed to life in 1981 for the Pelham murders of Gail 
Heatherly and Linda McAnally. He is serving 
time at Holman with a probable parole date of 
1997. 

@Steve Smith from the Columbiana area, con- 
victed in 1980 of murdering Mountain Brook 
grocer Larry Osborne in South Shelby County, 
was sentenced to 28 years. He is presently at 
Draper and his probable parole date is listed as 
March, 1986. The early date is om account of 
good time and time served before entering the 
state system. 

ejerry Jones of Harpersville, alias Jerome 
Pelmer, was sentenced to life without parole 
under the Habitual Offender Act after being 
found guilty in the 1982 shooting death of his 
brother-in-law, Ray Norwood. He is at West Jef- 
ferson Correctional Facility. 

Gerald Lawley of Homewood was sentenced 
to 25 years in 1983 in the Helena shooting death 


of Birmingham art dealer Malcom McRae. He is 
still at the Shelby County jail. His probable 
parole date is April, 1992. 

Thomas E. Parker of Alabaster, found guilty 
of reckless manslaughter in the 1980 shooting 
death of Helen McCarter, was sentenced to. five 
years in 1981. He served six months and is now 
out on probation. 

Willie J. Burns of Montevallo, pled guilty to 
manslaughter in the 1981 shooting death of 
Bruce Conwill. He was given three years and was 
released in May, 1983. 

*Hulen Lee Wilson was sentenced to 25 years 
in 1983 after his murder conviction in the Vin- 
cent shooting death of James Davis the previous 
year. 

However, after serving 13 months, the state 
court of appeals réversed that decision and 
Wilson subsequently pled guilty to manslaughter 
and was released. 

eLarry Ray of Siluria was sentenced to two 
years in 1983 for manslaughter in the shooting 
death of his brother Benny Joe Ray. He is now on 
parole, 

Glen Allen Campbell of Harpersville was 
found guilty of manslaughter in the death of 
former Shelby County Commissioner I.D. Stone. 
He was sentenced to 12 years in 1983 and is 
presently incarcerated at West Jefferson. His 
probable parole date is July, 1987. 

eRonald J. Anderson of Calera, charged with 
murdering his wife last March, is scheduled to be 
tried this month. 


@Other cases that are pending include; Devoris 
Nelms, Alabaster, charged in the shooting death 
of John Nelms; Irvin Ostrander, Calera, charged 
with the killing of Joseph Loyd Lyles; Erthe Mid- 
dleton, Birmingham, charged with the shooting 
death of Rosemary Brazzle.

The story of Shelby County is a story of growth and 
development. And most any issue of today, and most of 
the issues of tomorrow, stem from growth and develop- 
ment. 

‘We still hold the distinction of being the fastest 
growing place in Alabama (see Bob Ingram elsewhere 
on this page), and therefore we're one of the state's 
most visible counties.

Fortunately, there are at present several avenues 
now open for pursuit which can help Shelby County 
set itself up as a good example. 

elf Shelby County is to become a good example of 
growth, we need someone to plan that growth.

There is an old saying 
remembered by many of us: “If 
you want to know something 
about a place, ask a fellow who 
has been there.” 


This certainly applies to our 
situation. We opened 
Strickland’s in Columbiana in 
August 1967. Lay Lake was be- 
ing completed and many people 
were buying lots and building 
cabins and permanent homes. 


Our Saturday business was 
unusually good. 
While daddys fished or work- 


ed on their new cabins sites, 
mothers shopped in Colum- 


biana, There was good business 
and once you got them in your 
store, you had a customer 


forever. They loved that five 
percent sales tax. 

At that time Birmingham was 
six percent and some of the 
suburbs were 62 percent. Many 
times when we mentioned our 5 
percent sales tax the customers 
would make comments like, 
“Yes, I know, That means I 
won't buy any more in Birm- 
ingham than I have to. I really 
hope they go hungry.” 

This healthy situation didn’t 
last long. Our sales tax jumped 
from five to six to seven percent. 


We lost many of our Birm- 
ingham customers. And if it goes 
to eight percent we will also lose 
many Shelby County folks and 
their loyalty. They'll feel they 
are being gipped. 

Then the ugly words will be, 
“I hope Shelby County goes 
hungry.” 

It’s hard for me to believe that 
a county commissioner would 
suggest such a thing as an eight 
percent sales tax. If he really 
does believe this he should be 
drawing his pay from Jefferson 
County. He is serving Jefferson 
County well, while Shelby 
County suffers. 

I don’t know of a sale tax 


anywhere more than seven per- 
cent, and there are some in other 
states still at four. 

On the other hand, property 
taxes in Alabama are one of the 
lowest in the nation. But 
nothing is said about raising pro- 

taxes use they can’t 
get the votes. They had hoped to 
get this through without a coun- 
ty vote. Yet the irony of the 
whole thing is they may not need 
the money after all because of 


‘additional revenue. But they 


would take it if they could get it.

Find another way to finance building projects 


Letter to the editor: 

It is hard to believe that our 
Shelby County Commissioners 
would seriously consider raising 
our sales taxes above the level 
charged in Jefferson and other 
surrounding counties, I can 
think of no greater threat to the 
development of our county. 

At present, our sales taxes at 7 
percent (state plus county plus 
municipal) equal those of Jeffer- 
son and other competing coun- 
ties. To convert this equivalence 


to a 1 percent penalty on Shelby 
County shoppers would indeed 
handicap our businessmen, 
jeopardize jobs and threaten the 
promising development of the 
county. 

And, could anyone believe the 
promise that the increase would 
come off in three years, or ever? 

In my experience living in the 
suburbs of Washington and 
elsewhere, such an_ increase 
would be unprecedented for 
growth areas. 


I would assume without per- 
sonal knowledge the need for ad- 
ditional office space for govern- 
ment employees. However, it 
has been the growth of the coun- 
ty that has created the need for 
these employees. If the expan- 
sion is seriously impeded, 
presumably the requirement for 
employees would lessen. 

Add staff reductions by com- 
panies losing business to lower- 
taxed areas, such as the new 
Galleria shopping center in Jef- 


ferson County, and the effects 
could be profound for county 
employment and development, - 
and, in the long run, on increas- 
ed tax revenues based on 
growth. 

I say to our County Commis- 
sioners, find another way, or 
wait until county development 
can fund the building without 


imposing the handicap of higher 
taxes.

Shelby leads growth 


A branch of Auburn University at Montgomery with an imposing 
name — the Center for Demographic and Cultural Research — has 
just released some intriguing facts about Alabama counties. 

Not only does the material pinpoint such predictable things as 
population shifts, land size of counties, per capita income and 
black/white ratio, but it moves into other areas as well — the coun- 
ties with the best educated people, counties with the most church- 
goers, counties with the most divorces. It is a gold mine of in- 
teresting data about the 67 counties of Alabama. 

There were no surprises as to the fastest growing counties in 
Alabama since 1980. Shelby County, often described as Birm- 
ingham’s “bedroom,” led the way in population growth. Its popula- 
tion has jumped 19.8 per cent since 1980. Houston County (Dothan) 
was second with a 17.4 per cent hike and Blount County — another 
of Birmingham's “bedrooms”— was next with a 15.5 per cent 
growth. 

As to per capita income, again, no surprises. Madison County 
(Huntsville) with its myriad of high tech/high paying jobs led the 


way with a per capita income of $8,599. It is the only county that 
has a PCI higher than the national average, which is $8,476. 
Following Madison came Jefferson County ($8,297) and Shelby 
($8,198). 

On the opposite end of the PCI scale were Lowndes ($3,760); 
Greene ($4,052) and Perry ($4,089). 

Perhaps the most significant fact in this report was that for the 
first time, on a statewide basis, Alabamians had completed more 
than 12 years of school, which is to say they were high school 
graduates. The state average for years of school completed was 12.2, 
which is only a fraction below the national average of 12.5. 

It is probably no coindicence that the county with the highest per 
capita income, Madison, also had the best educated people. The 
number of years of schooling completed by the average Madison 
County adult was 12.6 years. : 

Montgomery and Shelby were close behind with averages of 12.5 
years. 

Another surprising statistic related to the number of people who 
attend church regularly. There was an enormous range between the 
highs and lows. In Bullock County, an incredible 94.5 per cent were 
reported to be church attenders; Macon County reported 87.7 per 
cent. Far less religious were folks in Dallas County (40.2 per cent) 
and Shelby County (42.3 per cent). The state average was 57.4 per 
cent. 

It came as no surprise that the four most populated counties had a 
high percentage of divorces. In Jefferson, 26.6. percent of the adults 
had been divorced; Montgomery 26.5 percent; Mobile 25.3 percent; 
and Madison 25 percent. But topping all of them was Russell Coun- 
ty, which the report said had the highest number of divorced adults 
in Alabama — 29.5 per cent of the adults in the county have been 
divorced. 


The . 
Regressive Far 
by David F. Moore 


Farmer, farmer so regressive, 
How does your garden grow? 
And why, pray tell, did you ever plant one? 
That's what I really want to'know! 

I went out Sunday to say the first of what may be several good- 
byes to my garden. 

Then again, it may have been the only good-bye for my garden — 
it was a rather dry, sad scene that I surveyed. At this weedy, dying 
rate my garden may depart Shelby County before the movers come 
for Dee and I in a couple days, 

Anyway, there it was; the regressive garden — or what was left of 
it. 

WHAT WAS LEFT OF IT? 

The Survivor Strawberries were still there, the same ones that had 
been growing when Dee and I moved to this house in the Kingdom 
Community almost exactly two years ago. The tough little buggers 
had refused to die even after I accidently plowed them under with 
the tractor in 1983 before learning that they were a special ever- 
bearing breed. Live and learn... sometimes. 

Then there was the squash. Although I planted both yellow crook- 
neck and zuchinni in the spring, I was now growing only one kind of 
squash: fried. 

Next to the squash was my corn — baby nibblet, I would guess, 
judging by the fact that the stalks are only two feet high but already 
sprouting ears. I think my corn’s flaky. 

Knee high to the nibblet corn was my beheaded broccoli. It had 
tasted pretty good while it lasted, and if there had been any worms 
in it they had had the decency to keep out of sight during our one 
meal of broccoli. 

My potato tops were looking right whimpy, so I dug a few out of 
the the ground to check on the spuds. They were baked. I picked a 
few ripe red tomatoes, but noted without surprise that many others 
were stewing on the vine. 

Since my parents were driving down from Birmingham for din- 
ner, I picked a few peas to go with our meal. I have three short rows 
of different kinds of peas, but confess that I don’t even know what 
kind they are. 

REGRESSIVE REFLECTIONS 

“Face it, Dave,” I said to myself, since no one else was around, 
“Progressive Farmer will never feature this little veggie patch on the 
cover.”’ I plopped into a lawn chair and pondered the plight of my 
brown thumb, wondering why a quasi-city-slicker ever bothered to 
take up a hoe in the first place. 

A green dragonfly lit on a nearby grapevine, seeming to join me in 
contemplation, Sunlight reflected into colors off the dragonfly’s 
multiple eyes as it sat there observing me and the garden. 

In light of Wednesday being my last day at the Reporter, I found 
myself drifting into reflections on the six and half-years I wrote for 
this newspaper, and the two years we had lived here after moving 
from Birmingham 


One thing I can say about this business: it’s interesting. What 
makes it that way is all the people you come in contact with while 
working on stories. 

In your writing, you always try to treat these people fairly. You 
always try to be sympathetic, yet objective. You always try to write 
your best. Sometimes it comes out good. Sometimes it does not. 

You write a story about an artist in North Shelby County, a: 
woman in Calera trying to keep her family together, a police chief 
retiring in Alabaster, a community called Joinertown or Vandiver. 
There you are, a virtual stranger in most cases, toting a camera and 
note pad, and you knock on someone's door and they don’t know you 
from Adam's tailor, but they invite you in, open up and share some 
part of their personal life with you. 

You’re an observer. A fly on the wall. 

After it’s all over, after the story is written, read and tossed away, 
you go on to something else, another story. Then another and 
another. 

The lives of the people you write about continue after the 
newspaper gets thrown away and the writer disappears. They re- 
main behind, tied by what ever roots make and keep them a part of 
Shelby County. 

Sitting in the hot sun by my garden, it occured to me that this fly- 
on-the-wall sort of job could lead to a disposable attitude towards 
life if one allowed it. And now, not only was I done with a par- 
ticular story, but — at least for the time being — I was done with. 
Shelby County. A new opportunity, like a new story, had opened at: 
the Andalusia Star-News and I had taken it. 

I glanced at the grape leaf, and the green dragonfly was still sit- 
ting there, observing me and the garden. 

ROOTS ARE ROOTS 

So why had I gotten involved in gardening? Certainly not because 
I like dirt impacted under my fingernails! 

I thought again about people I have written about over the years; 
how I was now leaving and they were staying behind, tied — for the 
best, I hoped — to their Shelby County roots and this land that I toa 
had grown to love. 

I looked at the meager dry roots of the potato plants I had yanked 
up. Next week the movers would come and yank us and our meager 
belongings away to a new life — temporary again? — in Andalusia. 

Then it occured to me. 

Planting my little garden this year and last year was my way of 
putting down roots, temporary though they proved to be. Still, it 
was my way of taking part in a fertility rite that Man has carried on 
with the land for ages upon ages. 

You plant. You grow. You nurture. 

You become a part of the life cycle. You do it just to keep in touch 
with Mother Earth while immersing yourself in a fly-on-the-wall 
career. You do it to make life something more than disposable, 
something more than an old newspaper to be tossed away when 
you're done with it. 

I planted a garden to belong to life, to put down a few roots, tem- 
porary though they be. 

No, it will never appear in full color on the cover of Organié 
Gardening. No, my veggies will never provide any competition for 
the pros who win a dozen ribbons at the Kiwanis Club’s county fair 
every year, 

But I have no regrets. My little regressive garden has served its 
purpose, and I hope your garden serves yours. 

I got up to go to the house and the green dragonfly buzzed off the 
grape leaf. He hovered for a moment, then disappeared across the

Billie Glass: health caring

When Billie Glass of Calera started 
to college at age 40 to become a licensed 
practical nurse (LPN), she found it 
wasn’t as difficult as she had at first im- 
agined. 

“When you really want to learn 
something you get down and dig for it,” 
Glass said. 

That was in 1965. : 

The year before, Glass had returned to 
Alabama from Texas with her husband 
and three of their five children. In 


Houston she worked with a department ’ 


store chain where she was in charge of 
opening new stores. 

After her husband was transferred 
back to Alabama to open a new plant in 
Calera, Glass became active in her 
church. One of the programs there in- 
volved transporting cancer patients to 
Birmingham for treatment. 

“I was taking people from my church 
into Birmingham for treatments and at 
that time I didn’t know anything about 
taking care of sick people. I decided I 
needed some nurses’ training.” 

Vivian Burrage, a friend of Glass’ who 
was a nurse at Shelby Medical Center —

then called Shelby Memorial Hospital — 
suggested that she come sit with patients 
in the hospital. Burrage said she would 
teach Glass what she could about taking 
care of patients — at least enough to 
make her feel comfortable transporting 
cancer patients. 


“6 
I remember the first night I work- 


ed. I was to sit with a patient, and Vi- 


vian handed me a blood pressure cuff, a 
stethoscope and a thermometer. She told 
me she would be back later to help me. 

“But she didn’t come back right aw. y, 
so I went ahead and took the patiest’s 
blood pressure and temperature and 
wrote down what I thought was right,” 
Glass said. 

“When she (Burrage) came back at the 
end of the shift and checked it, she said, 
“Well Billie, you did good.” So I guess I 
did it right.” 

Glass said after she had been sitting 
with patients for several weeks, her work 
was noticed by one of the head nurses, 
and she was offered a job as a nurses’ 
aide. 

She hadn’t worked long when she 
decided she wanted to be more than an 
aide, so — at the age of 40 — she enroll- 
ed in nursing at the University of 
Alabama in Birmingham. 

“It was hard. I was working the three 
to 11 shift at the hospital and going to 
school during the day. 

“The only time I had to study was bet- 
ween 4:30 and 6:30 in the morning. But 
everybody at the hospital was great to 
help me,” Glass said. 


One incentive that Glass had to do 
well in school was the fact that she had a 
daughter and son in college at the same 
time. 

“Those children were very important

to me, and I had to keep up with 
them,” she said. 

“They helped me all they 
could, but they had their own 
’ studies. My husband and the 
children were really great all the 
way through. It took everyone of 
us working together, but I final- 
ly made it.” 

When Glass finished school, 
she went to work as a charge 
nurse in Shelby Medical Center's 
obstetrical (OB) unit. She work- 
ed there for 13 years. 

“Back in those days LPN’s 
were charge nurses and every 
department was headed by an 
LPN. Now it’s only the RNs 
(registered nurses). 

“I did everything in the 
department. I assisted with the 
deliveries, did all the set-ups, 
the bookwork, everything.” 


Giass said nursing, 
especially OB nursing, has 
changed considerably in the 20 
years since she began. 

“We didn’t have the monitors 
like they do today. I had done it 
for so long that I could just tell 
by touch how things were go- 
ing.” 

Though she agrees that 
changes in medical technology 
have been for the better, Glass 
said they never lost a newborn 
for lack of a monitor, and never 
lost a mother.

The largest single project in the $9 million 
buidling package currently being considered 
in Shelby County is a judicial and ad- 

ministrative building. 

If approved and constructed, the center 
would flouse county and district court 
facilities, the district attorney's office, proba- 
tion offices and court clerks. 

However, the one proposal for financing the 
building package — the additional of a one 
percent sales tax — continues to be opposed by 
area merchants and others, as related in this

The judicial center, an agricultural center 
already approved for construction, an ad- 
ministrative building in north Shelby County 
and renovations to the county courthouse and 
courthouse annex comprise the $9 million 
capital projects package. 

The judicial center is expected to cost bet- 
ween $6 and $7 million. 

Dampier-Harris, an Alabaster architectural 
firm, has been hired by Shelby County to 
design the judicial facility. Although final 
drawings have not yet been completed, 
preliminary plans call for a 63,000 square-

foot, three-story building over an 
underground parking facility. 

The judicial complex would be located in 
front of the Shelby County Jail in Columbiana 
on Depot Street. It would be connected to the 
jail by a security corridor for transfer of per- 
sonnel between the jail and judicial facility. 

The 10,600 square-foot first level would 
house a lobby, waiting and interview areas 
and the offices of the Clerk of Courts. 

The 16,000 square-foot second level would 
include two courtrooms, security holding and 
waiting areas for defendants, prisoners and 
witnesses, and two judges chambers. 


The third level will encompass some 36,600 
square feet and include four additional cour- 
trooms, three judges chambers, the grand jury 
facility, the district attorney's office, juvenile 
and state probation offices, legal assistance 
and a law library. 

Architect Al Dampier said that the facility 
is designed with security as a top priority. The 
complex will also reflect the respect wanted in 
a courtroom and law facility, Dampier said. 

An additional factor in the design of the 
judicial building is the growth anticipated in 
the county and the increased demands it will 
put on both county and district court systems.
